Election  Returns  on  Computer  System.

For  the  following  reasons,  I  am  desirous  of  converting  to  the 
computer  system: 

(a)  Cumulative  returns  can  be  obtained  progressively  through- 
out the  election  evening; 

(b)  The  results  following  the  election  evening  and  after  the 
last  field  return  is  received  will  be  determined  earlier 
than  by  the  present  system; 

(c)  Experience  with  the  computer  system  should  be  obtained 
before  any  decision  is  made  on  the  use  of  voting  machines. 

In  order  to  be  part  of  the  1976  computer  program  and  because  of 
the  necessity  to  develop  and  test  an  appropriate  program  as 
soon  as  possible,  an  early  decision  should  be  made.

"No  landlord  shall  enter  into  a  tenancy  agreement  for  a 
term  exceeding  three  years  unless  he  first  obtains 
approval  of: 

(a)  where  the  residential  premises  are  situated  in  a 
municipality,   the  Municipal  Council.  " 

In  this  regard,  a  letter  from  Berner,  Vertlieb,  Anderson  and 
Company,  Barristers  and  Solicitors,  was  noted  as  follows: 

"I  am  the  Solicitor  for  Mr.  Foley,  the  Lessee  in  the  above- 
named  Lease.     I  hereby  make  application  on  his  behalf  to 
the  Members  of  Council  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  pursuant 
to  Section  20,  Sub-section  (4)  of  the  Landlord  and  Tenant 
Act,  Statutes  of  B.  C.   1974,  C.  45. 

The  Lease  in  question  concerns  a  single  family  dwelling 
unit  owned  in  fee  simple  by  Miss  Watters,  which  premises 
Miss  Watters  has  agreed  to  lease  to  my  client  for  a  term 
of  five  years,  with  an  option  to  purchase  the  premises  at 
a  gross  purchase  price  of  $55,000.00  at  any  time  during  the 
currency  of  the  Lease. 

Prior  to  the  agreement  of  the  parties  hereto  regarding  this 
Lease,  there  was  no  subsisting  landlord  and  tenant  relation- 
ship between  Miss  Watters  and  any  other  person  and  she  has 
occupied  the  house  as  sole  owner  thereof.     Mr.  Foley  intends 
to  occupy  the  house  together  with  his  wife  and  small  child. 

I  trust  that  the  above  is  sufficient  information  in 
support  of  an  application  for  approval  of  the  said  Lease 
for  a  term  in  excess  of  three  years. 

I  request  that  this  matter  be  dealt  with  as  quickly  as 
possible  by  Council  and  that  if  there  is  any  further  infor- 
mation required  I  be  contacted  at  your  earliest  convenience.

"As  instructed  by  Council,   I  have  been  in  touch  with  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  his  officials  about  Langara  lands 
set  aside  for  the  Co-operative.        Attached  you  will  see 
the  exchange  of  correspondence  with  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment.       A  meeting  will  take  place  shortly  with  the  Minister 
to  arrange  a  satisfactory  solution. 

Further,  the  City  will  be  spending  approximately  $350,000 
to  reshape  the  Langara  Golf  Course.       You  will  recall  that 
the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  and  their  officials  suggested 
that  a  fitness  jogging  track  be  built  around  the  golf  course. 
Further  recommendations  were  brought  forward  to  build  a 
picnic  area  with  benches  beside  the  Sexsmith  School.       I  feel 
that  these  two  amenities  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 

neighbourhood  and  would  be  well  received  by  the  citizens. 
May  I  suggest  that  we  approach  the  Provincial  Department  of 
Recreation  and  Conservation  for  a  1/3  grant.       The  total  cost 
of  fixing  up  the  golf  course  and  providing  the  jogging  trail 
and  picnic  area  would  be  approximately  $500,000.         If  we  are 
putting  $350,000  forward,   then  our  request  to  the  Provincial 
Government  would  be  for  approximately  $165,000.       I  would 
like  to  seek  authorization  from  Council  to  pursue  this  matter 
with  the  Provincial  Government."

"On  August  27,   1975,   I  received  the  attached  letter  from  the 
B.C.I.T.   Student  Association  dated  August  25,   1975,  requesting 
permission  to  hold  a  Shinerama  campaign  on  Friday,  September  12, 
1975. 

In  the  past  two  years  Council  has  approved  this  B.C.I.T. 
Student  campaign  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

i.  Provision  of  adequate  insurance  coverage  satisfactory 
to  the  Director  of  Legal  Services  indemnifying  the  City 
against  all  possible  claims  which  may  result  from  the 
Shinerama . 

ii.  That  six  foot  clearance  in  the  downtown  area,  and  four 
foot  clearance  in  the  residential  areas,  be  available 
for  free  movement  of  pedestrians  along  the  sidewalks. 

As  Council  did  not  meet  before  September  12,   1975,  I 
requested  the  City  Engineer  to  submit  his  comments  on  this  request, 
(attached)     He  suggested  that  this  campaign  be  subject  to  the  two 
conditions  outlined  above. 

In  view  of  this,  the  B.C.I.T.   Students  Association  was  given 
permission  to  hold  Shinerama  1975  on  September  12,   1975,  subject  to 
the  above  conditions. 


In  past  years  the  Council  has  consistently  approved  of  this 
application.     To  avoid  the  necessity  of  further  reference  to  the 
Council  on  the  matter,   it  is  recommended,  subject  to  the  conditions 
of  the  officials  concerned,   the  City  Clerk  be  given  authority  to 
grant  approval  of  future  applications  of  this  association  in  respect 
of  the  Shinerama  Campaign,   in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  the  case 
with  the  regular  tag  day  applications  i.e.  poppy  day,  Kinsmen's 
Apple  Day  and  Lions  Carnation  Day."

The  City  Engineer  reports  as  follows: 

"An  application  has  been  received  to  purchase  the  12  foot  lane  east 
of  Alma  Street  between  7th  Avenue  and  the  lane  south  of  7th  Avenue.  The 
applicant,  who  owns  land  on  the  west  side  of  the  lane  to  be  closed,  wishes 
to  consolidate  his  land  and  the  lane  into  one  parcel.     The  applicant  is 
prepared  to  dedicate  the  south  10  feet  of  the  consolidated  site  for  lane 
purposes  and  the  west  7  feet  of  his  property  for  the  widening  of  Alma 
Street.     This  would  make  the  lane  east  of  Alma  Street  surplus  to  the  City's 
highway  requirements.     The  area  of  lane  and  road  to  be  dedicated  is  approxi- 
mately 650  square  feet  greater  than  the  area  of  lane  to  be  closed.

Shell  Canada  offered  the  low  bid  of  $0.316/gal  .,  however,  this  price  was 
not  firm  and  as  of  August  15,  1975,  their  price  had  increased  to  $0.371/gal. 
Comparing  this  price  with  the  firm  price  of  $0.3825/gal.  offered  by  Imperial 
Oil  Ltd.,  there  is  a  difference  of  $0.0115/gal.  or  $1,840  per  year. 

Item  3  -  85/100  Asphalt 

Shell  Canada  offered  the  low  bid  of  $59.73/ton,  however,  this  price  was  not 
firm  and  as  of  August  15,  1975  their  price  had  increased  to  $70.86/ton. 
Comparing  this  price  with  the  firm  price  of  $73.56/ton  offered  by  Imperial 
Oil  Ltd.,  there  is  a  difference  of  $2.70/ton  or  $12,150  per  year. 

The  tender  required  that  firm  prices  be  submitted  and  since  petroleum  based 
products  are  subject  to  unpredictable  price  increases,  it  is  believed  that  it  is 
to  the  City's  advantage  to  accept  the  firm  bids  offered  by  Imperial  Oil  Ltd. 

RECOMMENDATION 

The  City  Engineer  and  Purchasing  Agent  RECOMMEND  acceptance  of  the  bids  as 
follows: 

Imperial  Oil  Enterprises  Ltd 
Item  1  -  MC  Grades 

The  firm  bid  at  a  total  estimated  cost  of  $61,200. 
Item  3  -  85/100  Grades 

The  firm  bid  at  a  total  estimated  cost  of  $331,000. 

Standard  Oil  Co.  of  British  Columbia 

Item  2  -  RS-1,  RS-2K  &  SS-1  Emulsions 

The  only  bid  received  at  a  total  estimated  cost  of  $49,590. 

The  5%  Provincial  S.S.  Tax  is  in  addition  to  all  prices  shown  in  the 
report  and  tabulation." 

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  that  the  recommendation  of  the  City  Engineer 
and  Purchasing  Agent  be  approved,  subject  to  a  contract  satisfactory  to  the 
Director  of  Legal  Services. 
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4.     Advance  Work  on  Local  Improvement  Project,  Lane  Lighting, 
Lane  East  of  Granville  Street,  North  of  Broadway  

The  City  Manager  submits  the  following  report  of  the  City  Engineer: 

"Included  in  the  Schedule  of  Local  Improvement  Projects,  which  were  given 
first,  and  second  step  approval  on  August  12,  1975,  was  a  Lane  Lighting  Project 
for  Lane  East  of  Granville  Street,  7th  Avenue  to  Broadway.    These  projects  will 
come  before  a  Court  of  Revision  on  October  23rd  and  subsequently  before  Council 
for  approval. 

An  urgent  request  has  been  received  from  the  Royal  Bank  of  Canada  at 
Broadway  and  Granville  for  lane  lighting  to  be  installed  in  the  Lane  East  of 
Granville  Street  between  Broadway  and  the  Lane  North  of  Broadway.     In  making 
the  request  a  bank  representative  points  out  that  members  of  their  staff  have 
been  molested  in  this  area  while  walking  to  the  Bank  parking  lot  in  this  block. 
The  Bank  is  prepared  to  pay  for  these  two  lights  if  the  larger  project  does  not 
proceed.    The  estimated  cost  is  $300. 

So  that  the  two  lights  in  this  section  of  the  project  can  be  installed 
immediately: 

I  RECOMMEND  that  Council  authorize  the  installation  of  these  two  lights 
and  designate  them  to  form  part  of  the  cost  of  the  anticipated  local  improvement." 

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  that  the  above  report  of  the  City  Engineer  be 
approved. 

INFORMATION  AND  CONSIDERATION: 

5.     Underground  Wiring  Progress  Report 

The  City  Manager  submits  the  following  report  of  the  City  Engineer: 

"The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  inform  City  Council  of  the  progress  of 
projects  to  'underground'  utility  aerial  lines,  to  describe  the  problems  that  are 
delaying  work  on  the  programs  advanced  to  City  Council  in  1972  and  1973,  and  to 
request  Council's  direction  on  one  project  (16th  Avenue  from  Camosun  to  Blanca) . 
A.  Background 

On  February  22,  1972,  Council  approved  in  principle  a  $3  million  to  $6  million 
program  of  underground  wiring  through  the  Provincial  Government's  Power  and  Tele- 
'  phone  Line  Beautif ication  Fund  Act.     The  Act  established  a  $10  million  fund  and 
committed  the  Province  to  bearing  one  third  of  the  cost  of  undergrounding  existing 
power  and  telephone  lines,  where  the  public  utilities  and  the  Municipalities  each 
agree  to  pay  one  third.    Council  also  established  the  principle  of  'priority 
streets'  (scenic  routes  and  major  streets).   

A  further  report  to  Council  approved  on  August  15,  1972,  set  up  guidelines 
for  Underground  Wiring  Local  Improvement  Projects.    Such  projects  were  to  include 
the  costs  of  undergrounding  not  only  the  lines  on  the  streets  but  also  the  service 
connections  on  the  abutting  properties. 

Funds  for  the  City's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  program  have  been  provided  as 
follows: 

Surplus  from  Champ lain  Heights  Underground  Wiring  $  41,000 

1972  Supplementary  Capital  Budget  501,000 

1973  Supplementary  Capital  Budget  430,000 
1972  False  Creek  Development  Funds  50,000 
TOTAL  $1,022,000 

Owing  to  the  delays  discussed  in  Section  C  of  this  report,  no  Supplementary 
Capital  Funds  were  requested  for  1974  and  1975. 
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B.    Progress  to  Date 

Appendix  I  shows  the  present  status  of  15  projects  which  have  been  proposed 
in  previous  reports  to  City  Council  and  which  have  either  been  undertaken  or  are 
still  under  consideration.    Not  listed  is  1st  Avenue  between  Nanaimo  and  Boundary, 
which  was  advanced  as  a  Local  Improvement  on  the  Initiative  Principle  but  defeated 
and  not  proceeded  with. 

These  projects  have  been  chosen  either  because  they  are  in  beautif ication 
areas,  on  major  streets,  or  where  requests  have  been  received. 

Of  these  projects,  three  are  now  completed  and  a  further  four  are  expected 
to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1975.     Based  on  the  estimates,  the  cost  of  these 
seven  projects  will  be  shared  as  follows: 

Province  of  B.C.  $  686,445 

Utilities  686,445 

Property  Owners  139,075 

City  589,650* 

TOTAL  COST  $2,101,615 

*The  City's  share  includes  nonshareable  costs  for  undergrounding  plant 
owned  by  the  City,  which  makes  the  City  and  Property  Owner's  share  greater  than 
one  third  of  the  total  cost. 

This  represents  removal  of  3.7  miles  of  pole  lines,  at  an  average  total  cost 
of  approximately  $108  per  foot  of  street. 

In  addition  to  the  seven  projects  covered  by  the  above  costs,  the  Stanley 
Park  and  16th  Avenue  projects  are  the  remaining  two  items  which  have  been  approved 
by  Council  but  not  yet  commenced.     These  are  discussed  in  Sections  E  and  F  of  this 
report . 

Status  of  City  funds  is  as  follows: 

Total  funds  approved  $1,022,000 

Estimated  City  share  of  projects  completed  589,650 
or  under  way 


Balance  of  City  funds  approved  $  432,350 

Less  provision  for  Stanley  Park  170,000 
Balance  available  for  16th  Avenue  Project  $  262,350 


C .    Factors  Delaying  Projects 

Three  problems  have  hindered  the  progress  of  the  program.     They  are: 

(1)  Utility  Company  staff  limitations.    The  number  of  projects  undertaken  by 
the  Utilities  is  limited  by  the  number  of  trained  engineering  and  under- 
ground cable  staff  available  to  B.C.  Hydro  and  B.C.  Telephone  Company. 
B.C.  Hydro  has  had  difficulty  recruiting  and  training  suitable  staff, 
and  at  present  can  only  handle  a  limited  number  of  projects  each  year 
without  delaying  more  essential  work.     It  is,  however,  anticipated  that 
the  program  proposed  in  the  1976-80  Five  Year  Plan  could  be  accomplished. 

(2)  Utility  policy  not  to  share  connection  costs.    As  a  matter  of  policy, 
B.C.  Hydro  refuses  to  share  in  the  cost  of  placing  underground  service 
ducts  on  private  property,  or  to  share  in  the  cost  of  necessary  wiring 
alterations  in  buildings.     B.C.  Telephone  Company  also  refuses  to  share 

in  the  cost  of  trenching  for  service  ducts  and  cables  on  private  property. 
As  the  Province  will  share  only  in  costs  agreed  to  by  the  Utilities,  it 
will  not  contribute  towards  these  service  connection  costs.  Consequently 
the  full  cost  of  the  connection  ducts  and  internal  wiring  changes  must 
be  borne  by  the  property  owners  and  the  City.    This  is  a  serious  obstacle 
to  the  undergrounding  program.  * 
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It  should  be  noted  that,  in  the  case  of  Water  Street,  B.C.  Hydro 
made  an  exception  to  Its  policy  and  agreed  to  share  In  all  connection  and 
wiring  alterations  costs.    However,  B.C.  Hydro  officials  point  out  that 
this  was  only  done  because  It  was  justified  on  engineering  considerations 
for  Improving  the  Authority's  distribution  system. 

Discussions  to  persuade  B.C.  Hydro  and  B.C.  Telephone  Company 
officials  to  change  their  policy  with  regard  to  these  costs  for  other 
projects  have  not  been  successful. 

(3)    Lack  of  authority  to  work  on* -private  property.    At  present  the  City 

has  no  power  to  require  owners  to  allow  undergrounding  of  their  services. 
The  Utility  Companies  are  reluctant  to  proceed  with  undergrounding  pro- 
jects without  assurance  that  all  services  connections  will  be  under- 
grounded  so  that  the  poles  and  overhead  wiring  can  all  be  removed. 

A  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Union  of  B.C.  Municipalities 
in  1973,  requesting  the  Provincial  Government  to  amend  the  Act  to  provide 
legal  authority  for  a  Municipality  to  enter  private  property  to  carry  out 
undergrounding  of  service  connections.    No  action  was  taken  by  the  Govern- 
ment on  that  resolution.    On  June  17,  1975,  Council  agreed  to  resubmit 
the  resolution  to  U.B.C.M.  this  year.    This  year's  submission  also  include 
provision  that  Utility  Companies  be  obliged  to  share  in  the  costs  of  work 
on  private  property. 

If  this  amendment  to  the  Act  is  not  approved,  the  Council 
may  wish  to  seek  these  powers  by  Charter  amendment.    Without  these 
powers,  either  consent  of  all  owners  to  receive  underground  services 
must  be  obtained,  or  some  temporary  means  must  be  found,  agreeable 
to  the  Utilities,  to  serve  properties  where  access  to  install  under- 
ground service  equipment  on  private  property  is  denied. 

D.  Proposed  Undergrounding  Capital  Program. 

The  proposed  Five  Year  Plan  (1976-80)  includes  $850,000  for  the  City's  share 
of  the  Undergrounding  projects.    Based  on  the  present  guidelines  for  cost  sharing, 
it  is  estimated  that  this  will  provide  sufficient  City  funds  for  approximately 
$3  million  of  undergrounding.     Such  a  program  would  underground  utility  wires  on 
from  three  to  five  miles  of  street  and  is  considered  an  extremely  limited  program, 
considering  that  there  are  over  300  miles  of  pole  lines  on  streets  in  the  City. 

E.  Projects  in  Planning  Stage  (the  item  numbers  refer  to  those  shown  on  Appendix  I) 

It  is  proposed  to  advance  the  following  projects  which  are  listed  on  Appendix  I 
when  plans  and  estimates  are  prepared,  subject  to  the  funds  being  available  to  meet 
the  City's  share,  and  subject  to  service  connection  difficulties  being  overcome. 

Based  on  the  present  guidelines  for  cost  sharing,  the  City's  share  of  these 
items  would  use  up  approximately  one  half  of  the  $850,000  proposed  in  the  next 
Five  Year  Plan  (Funds  for  the  Stanley  Park  Project  are  already  available). 


(9)  Stanley  Park,  Coal  Harbour  to  Brockton  Point. 

This  project  was  requested  by  Parks  Board  and  approved  by  Council  on 
September  3,  1972.     (Not  a  Local  Improvement.    A  number  of  service  connections 
are  involved  including  cables  to  marine  service  stations.    B.C.  Hydro  recently 
provided  a  preliminary  estimate  of  $450,000  (Municipal  share  of  $150,000)  and 
indicated  that  a  preliminary  technical  study  has  been  completed.    Total  City 
cost,  including  B.C.  Telephone  awl  City  work  is  estimated  at  $170,000. 

(10)  Hastings  St.,  Burrard  to  Thurlow. 

This  project  is  requested  by  British  Pacific  Building  Ltd.,  who  are 
building  Oceanic  Plaza.    This  will  be  a  Local  Improvement.    As  most  of  the 
property  on  both  sides  of  this  block  of  Hastings  Street  belongs  to  the  one 
owner  and  as  only  one  or  two  service  connections  are  involved,  the  project 
should  proceed  without  undue  difficulty.    Estimates  have  been  requested 
from  the  B.C.  Hydro  and  B.C.  Telephone  Company. 
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(11)  Beach  and  Morton  Avenues,  Stanley  Park  to  Penman  Street. 

A  number  of  property  owners  have  requested  that  this  be  put  forward 
as  a  Local  Improvement.     It  is  along  a  scenic  route,  which  leads  to  Stanley 
Park.     There  are  several  service  connections.     Estimates  have  been  requested. 

(12)  Burrard  St.,  Helmcken  to  Beach. 

No  service  connections.     Estimates  have  been  requested. 

(13)  41st  Avenue,  Granville  and  Montgomery. 

No  service  connections.    Estimates  have  been  requested. 

(14)  Beatty  St.,  Pender  to  Smithe. 

This  is  a  major  street  connecting  major  access  streets  to  Gastown  and 
Chinatown.    Many    service  connections  are  involved.     Estimates  have  been 
requested . 

(15)  Northwest  Point  Grey  Area. 

Requests  for  undergrounding  in  this  area  have  been  received  over  the 
past  15  years.     The  Northwest  Point  Grey  Ratepayers  Association  are  actively 
promoting  this  project.     Few  of  the  streets  involved  qualify  as  priority 
streets  under  the  guidelines  approved  by  Council  on  August  15,  1972  and 
therefore,  under  existing  criteria,  most  of  the  owners  would  be  assessed  a 
large  proportion  of  the  Municipal  third  of  the  cost,  plus  their  full 
connection  costs.    There  are  many  service  connections  on  this  project. 

Where  there  are  many  service  connections  on  a  project,  the  diffi- 
culties of  sharing  costs  and  obtaining  authority  to  work  on  private  pro- 
perty, which  are  described  in  Section  C  of  this  report,  will  have  to  be 
overcome  before  such  projects  can  proceed  successfully. 

F.    Delay  in  Undergrounding  Lines  on  16th  Avenue,  Camosun  to  Blanca. 

This  project  was  advanced  as  a  Local  Improvement  on  the  Initiative  Principle 
and  approved  for  construction  on  November  9,  1972.     Fifty  of  the  117  abutting 
owners  objected  to  the  project.    At  that  time,  the  B.C.  Hydro  preliminary  estimate 
was  $466,046.     Since  that  time  B.C.  Hydro  have  made  further  engineering  studies 
and  have  now  stated  that  the  cost  will  be  at  least  $900,000. 

When  the  project  was  advanced  in  1972,  the  University  Endowment  Lands  agreed 
to  bear  their  share  of  the  Municipal  Share,  proportionate  to  the  University  Endow- 
ment Lands  abutting  16th  Avenue.     The  U.E.L.  has  now  withdrawn  that  commitment 
because  the  Provincial  Government  who  control  the  budget,  state  they  are  already 
contributing  one  third  of  the  costs  under  the  Act. 

For  these  reasons,  the  City's  share  for  this  project  would  increase  from 
$95,454  to  at  least  $287,400.     Funds  are  not  fully  available  (at  least  $25,000 
deficient)  in  the  Undergrounding  account.    Under  the  circumstances,  Council  may 
wish  to  (1)  defer  the  project  to  1976,  or  (2)  not  proceed  with  project. 


G.     Possible  Revision  of  Guidelines.  "~ "  

In  the  report  approved  by  Council  on  August  15,  1972,  the  principle  was 
established  that  for  priority  streets  (scenic  routes  and  major  streets)  the 
property  owners'  line  rate  would  be  set  at  50%  of  the  municipal  third  (i.e.  one 
sixth)  of  the  cost  of  undergrounding  lines  on  a  "typical  or  average"  street. 
On  June  11,  1974,  Council  approved  the  same  formula  for  setting  connection  rates. 

One  method  of  increasing  the  mileage  of  undergrounding  accomplished,  per 
dollar  of  Capital  Funds  expended,  would  be  to  increase  the  percentage  used  to 
calculate  property  owners'  rates  from  50%  to  some  higher  figure.     For  example, 
doubling  the  rates  for  those  projects  on  priority  streets  proposed  in  Appendix  T 
for  the  first  part  of  the  next  Five  Year  Plan  would  reduce  the  extimated  City's 
share  by  approximately  $147,000.     On  this  basis  the  program  could  be  increased 
by  approximately  one  third. 


Cont'd  .    .  . 
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Clause  5  Cont'd 

The  effect  of  increasing  the  property  owner's  share  of  these  projects 
however,  will  be  to  increase  the  probability  that  the  Local  Improvement  Projects 
may  be  defeated  and  the  program  of  undergrounding  under  the  Power  and  Telephone 
Line  Beautif ication  Act  may  be  virtually  stopped.     I  believe  that  a  more  effective 
means  of  maintaining  the  miles  of  lines  undergrounded ,  would  be  to  select  projects 
where  the  costs  are  lower,  thereby  reducing  the  amount  of  City's  share  funds  re- 
quired.   Accordingly,  it  is  recommended  that  the  present  method  of  calculating 
the  property  owner's  rates  be  retained. 

H .  Summary 

Seven  undergrounding  projects  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1975,  removing 
pole  lines  on  approximately  3.7  miles  of  streets  at  total  cost  of  approximately 
$2.1  million,  of  which  the  City's  share  amounted  to  approximately  $590,000. 
Present  funds  are  sufficient  to  provide  City's  share  of  the  Stanley  Park  Project 
which  will  commence  in  late  1975  or  early  1976.     There  are  not  sufficient  funds  to 
proceed  with  the  16th  Avenue  project. 

If  the  next  Five  Year  Plan  is  approved,  which  provides  for  $850,000  to  meet 
the  City's  share  of  costs,  I  estimate  that  the  utility  lines  can  be  removed  from 
an  additional  three  to  five  miles  of  streets  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $3  million. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  present  method  for  calculation  of  property 
owners'  rates  be  retained  at  the  present  time. 

The  1976  program  would  include  the  remaining  projects  listed  on  Appendix  I 
which  have  no  service  connection  problems. 

It  will  not  be  possible  to  maintain  the  program  at  the  proposed  rate  in 
subsequent  years  unless  the  right  is  obtained  to  do  work  on  private  property,  and 
the  Utility  Companies  are  compelled  to  share  the  cost  of  service  connections,  as 
requested  in  the  resolution  proposed  to  the  U.B.C.M.,  which  Council  approved  on 
June  17,  1975. 

I  submit  for  COUNCIL'S  CONSIDERATION  the  question  of  proceeding  with  the 
project  to  underground  the  transmission  lines  of  16th  Avenue  from  Camosun  to 
Blanca  for  which  the  estimated  City's  share  of  the  costs  will  be  increased  from 
$95,454  to  at  least  $287,000  based  on  the  revised  estimate  from  the  B.C.  Hydro 
and  the  University  Endowment  Lands'  withdrawal  of  their  earlier  commitment  to 
pay  their  portion  of  the  Municipal  Share. 

i.  If  Council  wishes  to  proceed  I  recommend  that  the  project  be  deferred 
until  1976,  because  it  is  estimated  that,  there  is  a  deficiency  of  at  least 
$25,000  in  the  present  Underground  Wiring  Funds,  and  further  funding  will  not 
be  available  until  and  unless  the  1976  Capital  Budget  is  approved. 

ii.  If  Council  decides  not  to  proceed, I  recommend  that  this  Local  Improve- 
ment Project,  referred  to  as  Item  5  of  Court  of  Revision  No.  415  A  (Nov.  9,  1972), 
be  cancelled,  that  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  City's  share  of  the  appropriation 
amounting  to  approximately  $95,174  be  returned  to  Account  No.  250/7901  'Underground 
Wiring  -  Unappropriated'." 

The  City  Manager  submits  the  matter  to  Council  for  INFORMATION  AND 
CONSIDERATION.

"An  application  was  received  by  the  Health  Department  on  August  7,  1975, 
from  the  Northwest  International  Horse  Show,  for  the  parking  of  a  group  of 
ten  (10)  or  more  trailers  at  the  Pacific  National  Exhibition  on  September 
23  -  27,  1975. 

Authority  for  allowing  these  arrangements  is  contained  in  By-law  No.  3986, 
Section  3.2  which  reads  as  follows: 

'The  Council  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Health  Officer, 
permit  trailers  and  house-cars  to  be  occupied  as  living  or  sleeping 
quarters  in  areas  other  than  those  within  the  boundaries  of  a  trailer 
court  for  a  specified  period  of  time.    Such  permission  shall  not  be 
granted  in  respect  of  individual  trailer  or  house-car  units,  but  shall 
be  limited  to  groups  comprising  ten  (10)  or  more  such  units.' 

Sanitary  arrangements  will  be  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Medical  Health  Officer." 

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  that  the  application  of  the  North- 
west International  Horse  Show  for  parking  for  a  group  of  trailers 
be  approved.

1.      Sites  C  &  D  Strathcona  Area  -  SPOTA 
and  Shon  Yee  Association   _ 

The  following  report  has  been  received  from  the  Director    of  Finance: 

"The  following  letter  dated  July  10,  1975,  addressed  to  the  Mayor 
and  members  of  City  Council,  from  SPOTA,  was  referred  to  in  Council 
July  22,  1975,  by  Alderman  Harcourt  and  was  referred  to  the  Director  of 
Finance  for  a  report  back  to  Council. 

'In  February  1974,  Vancouver  City  Council 
asked  Strathcona  Property  Owners'  and  Tenants' 
Association  and  Short  Yee  Association  to  develop 
that  land  in  the  Strathcona  area  known  as  Site 
C  &  D. 

Accordingly  SPOTA  and  Shon  Yee  prepared 
plans,  which  were  submitted  to  the  city  for  a 
development  permit  in  October  1974. 

The  City  encountered  legal  problems  with 
the  site  on  October  29,  1974.  Nevertheless, 
you  and  Mr.  Pickstone,  Deputy  Director  of  Plan- 
ning, very  explicitly  asked  SPOTA  to  vproceed 
with  the  development  permit  process  with  Zoning 
Department  and  the  Design  Panel.    We  did  so. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  design  process  for  this 
site  has  been  complicated.    Over  one  year's  work 
has  been  done  planning  this  development,  and  our 
consultants'  costs  have  accumulated  considerably; 
approximately  $12,500  for  SPOTA  and  $12,500  for 
Shon  Yee. 

In  separate  and  joint  discussions  with  your- 
self and  Mr.  Pickstone,  you  have  stated  that 
under  the  circumstances  the  city  has  a  respon- 
sibility to  provide  interim  financing  of  these 
costs  until  the  legal  issue  of  the  site  is  resolved. 
At  that  time  the  project  itself  can  assume  over-all 
funding  of  costs  from  senior  government  sources. 

SPOTA  requires  confirmation  that  the  city 
is  prepared  to  assume    such  interim  financing  of 
Site  C  &  D  until  the  legal  issue  is  resolved. 
SPOTA  is  prepared  to  meet  with  you  and  members  of 
the  Housing  Committee  to  discuss  the  requirements 
of  interim  financing  in  detail.' 

The  original  Council  action  referred  to  in  the  opening  paragraph 
of  the  above  letter  was  Council  approval  in  February  1974  of  two  clauses 
in  the  minutes  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Community  Development, 
January  17,  1974,  as  follows: 

'RECOMMENDS,  That  Council 

a.  agree  to  make  available  part  of  Sites  C  &  D, 
Strathcona,  for  the  development  of  family 
housing  by  SPOTA,  subject  to  agreement  on 
boundary,  method  of  tenure,  price  and  form 
of  development,  and 

b.  agree  to  make  available  the  balance  of  the 
site  for  a  personal  care  home  and  senior 
citizens'  housing  to  the  Shon  Yee  Society 
subject  to  agreement  on  boundary,  method  of 
tenure,  price  and  form  of  development.' 


Cont'd  •  .  • 
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Clause  #1  continued: 

As  far  as  I  am  aware,    there  has  been  no  Council  action  explicitly  asking 
SPOTA  to  proceed  with  the  development  permit  process  and  the  expenditure 
of  significant  funds  on  design.    This  problem  of  delay  between  the  start 
of  the  design  process  and  final  construction  wherein  the  design  costs  can 
be  financed  is  common  with  many  organizations  producing  housing  in  the 
City  of  Vancouver. 

If  City  Council  did  agree  to  provide  interim  financing  to  the  SPOTA 
and  Shon  Yee  organizations  for  their  consultants'  costs,  architects'  fees, 
etc.,  then  it  opens  up  some  serious  problems.    There  is  no  source  of  funds 
available  inasmuch  as  the  Housing  Fund,  which  could  be  a  source,  has  so 
many  demands  on  it  that  it  cannot  possibly  meet  those  demands.    In  the 
case  of  sites  C  and  D,  we  do  not  know  whether  the  development  will  ever  be 
able  to  proceed  because  our  title  is  being  attacked  and  until  resolution  of 
this  in  the  courts  we  just  do  not  know  what  the  position  is.    The  precedent 
that  would  be  established  by  providing  interim  financing  to  these  organiza- 
tions would  open  us  up  to  claims  for  interim  financing  for  development  costs 
from  innumerable  organizations  that  experience  delay  for  one  reason  or 
another  in  getting  their  projects  underway.    There  is  the  significant  prob- 
lem of  checking  the  claims  of  the  organizations  to  make  sure  that  the  claims 
are  legitimate  development  costs  for  the  sites. 

When  the  voters  approve    the  1976-80  Five  Year  Plan  this  fall,  it  would 
be  possible  to  appropriate  a  portion  of  the  $3  million  section  of  the  Housing 
$10  million  for  the  specific  purposes  of  providing  interim  financing  for 
development  costs  for  such  organizations  but  I  would  not  recommend  it. 

The  Property  and  Insurance  Office  informs  me  that  no  negotiations  have 
taken  place  with  SPOTA  and  Shon  Yee  regarding  method  of  tenure  and  price  as 
the  two  organizations  have  not  provided  the  Property  and  Insurance  Office 
with  the  necessary  information  to  commence  negotiations. 

I  therefore  Recommend 

that  Council  not  provide  interim  financing  to  SPOTA  and  Shon  Yee  Associa- 
tion for  their  development  costs  related  to  the  potential  development 
of  this  si te. " 


The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  approval  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  Director  of  Finance. 


2.      Neighbourhood  Improvement  Program: 
Kitsilano  -  Appropriation  of  Funds 

The  Director  of  Planning  reports  as  follows: 

"On  November  12,  1974,  City  Council  approved  the  Kitsilano  Neighbourhood 
Improvement  Program  Concept  Plans  for  Cedar  Cottage  and  Kitsilano,  call- 
ing for  the  formation  of  Citizen  Advisory  Committees  to  share  in  the 
operation  of  the  Neighbourhood  Improvement  Program.    The  Kitsilano  Con- 
cept Plan  allocated  approximately  $234,000  to  Daycare  Facilities. 

On  June  25,  1975  the  Kitsilano  Citizens'  Planning  Committee  and  City 
staff  of  the  Kitsilano  Planning  Office,  received  an  application  from  the 
Kitsilano  Area  Childcare  Society  for  a  grant  from  the  Neighbourhood 
Improvement  Program  budget  for  Kitsilano. 

The  Kitsilano  Childcare  Society  has  a  lease  for  two  City  owned  lots  on 
the  north  side  of  Sixth  Avenue,  west  of  Maple,  which  expires  March  11, 
1976.    These  two  lots  (lots  13  &  14,  Block  265,  D.L.  526)  are  among  those 
reserved  for  the  Burrard/Arbutus  Connector.    Now  that  the  Burrard/Arbutus 
Connector  has  been  defeated,  one  proposed  alternate  use  for  this  property 
and  adjacent  property^  is  for  a  park  site.    Since  a  park  will  not  likely 
be  constructed  on  the  site  for  approximately  five  years,  it  is  therefore 
recommended  that  the  lease  on  lots  13  &  14  to  the  Kitsilano  Childcare 
Society  be  extended  for  an  additional  two  years  until  March  11,  1978. 

The  proposal  put  forward  by  the  Society  is  to  assemble  a  portable  build- 
ing on  the  site  that  will  provide  daycare  service  for  20  children,  three 
to  five  years  old.    The  total  amount  requested  includes  the  building,  site 
preparation  and  interior  furnishings  (Appendix  A). 

Cont'd  .  .  . 
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Clause  #2  continued; 

It  should  be  noted  that  part  two  of  the  submitted  proposal  requests  funds 
for  outdoor  equipment  to  come  from  the  Open  Space  funds.    This  request  was 
deferred  by  the  Kitsilano  Planning  Committee  pending  a  more  detailed  exam- 
ination. 

As  noted  in  Appendix  A,  the  Kitsilano  Childcare  Society  has  been  in  con- 
tact with  Marolin  Dahl  of  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  and  now  have 
written  confirmation  that  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  will  subsidize 
low-income  parents  who  require  daycare  services.    The  Planning  Department 
has  also  been  in  touch  with  the  Minister  of  Human  Resources,  Mr.  Norman 
Levi,  regarding  a  possible  capital  grant  of  $20,000  (twenty-thousand 
dollars).    In  a  letter  dated  July  3,  1975,  Mr.  Levi  stated  that  he  will 
consider  this  request. 

Acting  within  the  terms  of  reference  established  by  City  Council,  the 
Kitsilano  Planning  Committee  and  local  Area  Planner  reviewed  the  proposal 
and  recommended  approval  of  the  application;  Central  Mortgage  &  Housing 
Corporation  has  also  agreed  with  the  request. 

It  is,  therefore,  RECOMMENDED  that: 

1.  City  Council  approve  the  expenditure  of  up  to  $59,300.00  (fifty-nine 
thousand  and  three  hundred  dollars)  ($14,825  City;  $14,825  Province; 
$29,650  Federal)  from  the  Kitsilano  Neighbourhood  Improvement  Program 
budget  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and  furnishing  a  portable  daycare 
centre  for  the  Kitsilano  Childcare  Society.  (NOTE:  This  amount  would 
be  reduced  to  $39,300  if  the  Provincial  Government  is  forth- 
coming with  its  Capital  Grant). 

2.  City  Council  approve  the  extention  of  the  lease  on  Lots  13  &  14, 
Block  265,  D.L.  526  to  the  Kitsilano  Childcare  Society  for  an 
additional  two  years  until  March  11,  1978." 

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  that  the  report  of  the  Director  of  Planning  be 
approved. 


3.      Strata  Title  Application  -  Conversion 
2301  -  03  -  05  -  07  West  3rd  Avenue 
Lot  B  (See  4226  4-L),  Block  222,  D.L.  526, 
Plan  1076  -  63'  x  100 »

Applicants:  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Carr,  Mclntyre,  Pollock 
and  Larter  


The  Director  of  Planning  reports  as  follows: 

"An  application  has  been  received  from  the  above  noted  'tenants 
in  common'   to  convert  two  wood-frame  semi-detached  two- family 
dwellings,   erected  in  1942,   from  a  limited  company  to  a  Strata 
Title  ownership. 

N.B.   See  Appendix   'A'   for  site  plan. 

The  applicants,   in  their  prospectus,   state  that  each  tenant 
has  an  undivided  one-quarter  interest  in  the  property,  which 
was  purchased  by  the  four  parties  in  November,   1974*   and  this 
property  cannot  therefore  be  classified  as  "rental  accommodation'. 
(Copy  of  prospectus  available  for  inspection  at  the  City  Clerk's 
office ) . 

Special  approval  is  not  required,   at  present,   to  convert  a  building 
from   'rental'   to  bo— operative ' .     However,    a  proposed  conversion 
from  a   'co-operative'   to  strata  lots  can  be  approved  or  refused 
by  City  Council  under  the  provisions  of  Section  5(1)   of  the 
Strata  Titles  Act  which  applies  to  "a  previously  occupied  building".

The  City  Building  Inspector  reports  the  following  results  of 
inspections  carried  out  to  these  two  buildings  on  July  16th  and 
17th,  1975: 

Building 

Fire  separation  in  the  attic  between  units  consists  of  a  single 
layer  of  3/4"  shiplap.     Fire  separation  between  basement  ceiling 
and  floor  above  consists  of  one   (1)   layer  of  1^"  wood  fire  stopping. 
The  floor  in  the  basement  kitchen  of   (2301)   is  very  springy  and 
possibly  requires  repair.      Structural  alterations  are  being  done 
on  main  floor  of  Unit   (2307)  without  required  permits. 

Recommend:

Basement:      The  water  closet,   wash  basin,   bath  tub  and  sink  do 
not  appear  to  be  properly  installed  or  vented,   and  these  fixtures 
have  been  connected  with  plastic  piping,   a  material  not  approved 
for  use  in  this  type  of  building.     A  Plumbing  Permit  is  required 
for  this  work. 

Electrical 


The  electrical  works  in  the  above  building  appear  to  comply  with 
Electrical  By-Law  No.    3417. 1 


Further  to  the  condition  of  the  buildings,   the  following  declaration 
has  been  received  from  Charles  Bowman,   M.R.A.I.C.  (Architect), 
for  each  two   family  dwelling: 

'I  made  an  inspection  of  the  duplex  on  Monday,   June  23, 
1975,   and  found  the  building  in  an  excellent  state  of 
repair   .        The  maintenance  and  renovating  of  this 
structure,   its  fixtures  and  finish,    surpass  the  quality 
control   requirements  of  the  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing 
Corporation  as  contained  in  Section  Nine  (Residential 
Standards)  of  the  National  Building  Code  of  Canada.' 

Since  the  existing  buildings  have  been  purchased  by  the  present 
occupants,   each  having  an  undivided  \  interest  in  the  property, 
the  Director  of  Planning  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Director 
of  Permits  and  Licenses,   RECOMMENDS  that: 

This  application  be  approved,   thereby  permitting  the  conversion 
of  these  premises  to  Strata  Title  ownership,    subject  to  the 
following  conditions:

CI ause  #3  continued : 
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That  a  Certificate  of  Approval   (Form  #10)   shall  not  be 
issued  by  the  Approving  Officer  until  these  buildings 
substantially  comply  with  the  applicable  City  by-laws, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City  Building  Inspector  and 
at  no  cost  to  the  City." 

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  that  the  report  of  the  Director  of 
Planning  be  approved. 


4.       Demolitions  in  Kitsilano 
The  Director  of  Planning  reports  as  follows: 

"In  accordance  with  the  City  Council  resolution  of  October  22,  1974, 
the  Planning  Department  is  reporting  on  the  following  demolition 
application  in  the  Apartment  Area  of  Kitsilano. 

An  application  has  been  made  to  demolish  five  residential  buildings 
on  the  northside  of  West  Third  Avenue,  between  Cypress  Avenue  and 
Burrard  Street  (1800  block).    Four  of  the  buildings  are  single-family 
dwellings  and  one  is  a  conversion  containing  three  dwelling  units. 
The  owner  has  stated  that  he  intends  to  construct  an  apartment  condo- 
minium upon  the  site  under  the  proposed  new  apartment  zoning  for 
Kitsilano. 

Plan  Policy  #9  of  the  Kitsilano  Apartment  Area  Plan,  which  was  adopted 
by  City  Council  on  May  6,  1975  states  that: 

Relocation  assistance  should  be  provided  for  displaced 
tenants  as  an  aspect  of  the  redevelopment  process. 

The  text  of  the  above  policy  states  that  resident-owner,  middle-income 
tenants  generally  are  able  to  find  alternate  accomodation.  However, 
the  plan  policy  states  that  there  are  three  groups  of  tenants  for  which 
the  landlord  must  assist  in  relocation:  long-term  families,  senior 
citizens,  and  those  earning  less  than  $3000  per  year. 

In  accordance  with  this  policy,  the  owner  of  the  site,  Mr.  Francis  Yip, 
was  contacted  by  the  Planning  Department.    Mr.  Yip  was  aware  of  this 
policy,  and  on  August  19,  1975,  submitted  a  letter  to  the  Area  Planner 
for  Kitsilano  stating  his  actions  with  regard  to  implementing  this 
policy.  (See  Appendix  A) 

Two  of  the  single-family  dwellings  were  owner-occupied.    Another  single- 
family  dwelling  was  vacant  when  purchased  in  April  1975.    The  other 
single-family  dwelling  was  rented  to    group  of  people.    Mr.  Yip  states 
that  he  believes  "there  is  only  one  person  staying  there  now".  The 
remaining  resident  is  on  welfare  and  therefore  makes  less  than  $3000 
per  year  and  accordingly  should  be  offered  relocation  assistance. 
However,  no  rent  has  been  paid  on  this  building  since  February  1975 
even  though  the  landlord  offered  to  reduce  the  rent  from  $250  to  $180. 
Mr.  Yip  states  that  "I  have  exhausted  all  methods  of  negotiation  with 
them".    He  further  states  that  "I  do  not  think  that  the  occupants  have 
any  right  to  be  staying  in  this  house".    Accordingly,  has  not  made  any 
attempt  at  relocating  this  tenant. 

With  respect  to  the  conversion  dwelling,  one  suite  was  vacant  when 
purchased,  another  was  owner  occupied  and  the  third  contained  a  tenant 
whose  income  is  less  than  $3000.    The  owner,  offered  two  alternate 
accomodations  in  the  east  end  of  the  City  for  this  tenant  at  comparable 
rents.    However,  the  tenant  stated  that  he  would  prefer  to  remain  in  the 
Kitsilano  area. 

The  area  planner  has  discussed  relocation  with  Mr.  Yip  upon  numerous 
occasions  and  is  convinced  that  he  has  made  every  reasonable  effort  to 
relocate  those  deserving  of  assistance. 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  the  demolition  permit  be  issued. 

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  that  the  report  of  the  Director  of  Planning  be 
approved.

5.      Amendments  to  the  Proposed  CD-I  By-law 
for  the  Downtown  Eastside  


The  Director  of  Planning  reports  as  follows: 
"I.  BACKGROUND 

On  7  August  1975  the  Public  Hearing  scheduled  to  deal  with  the  proposed 
CD-I  rezoning  for  Downtown  Eastside  was  adjourned. 

Since  there  was  some  concern  about  the  implications  of  the  rezoning  it 
was  decided,  following  the  adjourned  public  hearing,  to  meet  with 
Planning  and  Development  Committee,  Vancouver  City  Planning  Commission, 
and  various  other  interested  parties  to  discuss  possible  amendments  to 
the  bylaw  to  clarify  some  points  and  to  ensure  a  more  complete  under- 
standing of  the  objectives. 

II.  CHANGES 


Following  our  meetings  and  discussions,  several  changes  are  proposed; 
the  most  important  being: 

a)  residential,  recreational,  institution,  park  and  open  spaceand  use 
required  by  a  public  authority,  are  permitted  as  outright  uses,  and 

b)  other  presently  established  industrial  uses  are  permitted  as 
conditional  uses  with  certain  restrictions,  and 

c)  a  policy  statement  is  attached  to  clarify  the  objectives,  and 

d)  F.S.R.  on  Main  and  Hastings  is  increased  to  5.0  from  3.0. 
III.     CD-I  BYLAW 

The  amended  bylaw,  incorporating  the  above  proposed  changes,  is  attached. 
(Appendix  A) ;   (Appendix  B  is  the  previous  proposed  bylaw) . 

It  is,  therefore,  RECOMMENDED  that: 

1)  The  policy  statement  for  the  Downtown  Eastside  be  adopted  by  City  Council. 

2)  The  recommended  changes  to  the  CD-I  By-law  be  put  forward  to  Public 
Hearing  by  City  Council." 

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  that  the  report  of  the  Director  of  Planning  be  approved.

6.      Amendments  to  the  Proposed  CD-I  By-law 
for  the  Downtown  Eastside 


The  Director  of  Social  Planning  REPORTS  as  follows: 

There  is  a  standing  instruction  from  City  Council  that  the  Director  of  Social 

Planning  report  on  the  social  implications  of  major  rezoning  proposals. 

Accordingly,  the  Social  Planning  Department  has  consulted  with  the  Planning  Department 

during  the  drafting  of  the  Amendments  to  the  proposed  CD-I  Rezoning  By-law  for 

the  Downtown  Eastside  and  wishes  to  advise  that  it  supports  amendments  recommended 

to  Council. 

Council  has  not  endorsed  a  Local  Area  Planning  program  for  this  area  of  the  City. 
A  primary  reason  for  amending  the  By-law  at  this  time  is  to  qualify  the  Downtown 
Eastside  as  a  Neighbourhood  Improvement  Program  area.     Even  if  a  NIP  program  is 
not  approved  by  senior  governments,  the  Social  Planning  Department  feels  that 
the  adoption  of  these  amendments  would  still  benefit  the  Downtown  Eastside. 
They  are  intended  to  protect  the  Downtown  Eastside  as  a  mixed-use  but  primarily 
residential  area. 


Cont ' d 
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(BUILDING  -  7) 


Clause  #6  continued: 

There  are  three  subject  areas  in  which  more  information  is  needed  in  order  to  refine 
and  strengthen  City  policies  for  the  Downtown  Eastside. 

The  subject  areas  are: 

1.  Population  and  Housing  Characteristics 

-  breakdown  of  population  by  income,  employment,  age,  sex,  ethnic  background, 
family  situation  and  incidence  of  social  problems; 

-  patterns  of  in  and  out  migration  caused  by  redevelopment  pressures  from 
within  the  area  itself,  and  from  surrounding  areas  such  as  Gastown  and 
Downtown; 

This  information  would  enable  the  City  to  identify  needs  for  housing  and  for 
community  amenities. 

2.  Industrial  Requirements  of  the  City  and 

Employment  Requirements  of  Downtown  Eastside  residents: 

-  determination  of  over-all  City  need  for  light  industrial  development  that 
may  require  land  in  the  area 

-  assessment  of  need  to  provide  residents  with  opportunities  for  employment 
in  their  neighbourhood 

This  information  would  enable  the  City  to  formulate  a  rational  policy  regarding 
industrial  uses  in  this  part  of  the  City. 

3.  Existing  By-law  provisions 

-  review  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  Maintenance  and  Occupancy  By-law  and  the 
Rezoning  By-law  as  measures  to  protect  and  improve  existing  housing  and  to 
encourage  new  housing  for  low- income  people  in  the  Downtown  Eastside. 

Information  on  this  subject  would  likely  result  in  by-law  improvements. 

The  Director  of  Social  Planning  is  prepared  to  make  Social  Planning  staff  and  funds 
available  to  acquire  the  above  information  in  co-operation  with  the  Planning  Department, 
if  City  Council  considers  this  an  appropriate 

course  of  action. 


The  City  Manager  submits  the  above  report  for  Council's  CONSIDERATION. 
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LICENSES  AND  CLAIMS  MATTERS 


RECOMMENDATION 

1.     Claim  of  THOMAS  McFARLANE 


The  Director  of  Legal  Services  reports  as  follows: 


"On  April  15,  1975  a  police  constable,  having  ordered  the 
claimant  to  stop  his  vehicle  because  he  believed  the  driver 
had  run  down  a  police  dog  and  was  attempting  to  leave  the 
scene,  tried  to  force  the  vehicle  to  stop.     In  doing  so  the 
window  of  the  vehicle  was  broken  and  glass  therefrom  entered 
the  claimant's  eye,  injuring  him,  and  necessitating  his 
absence  from  work. 

It  appeared  from  a  subsequent  investigation  that  the  police 
dog  was  not  hit  or,  if  hit,  was  not  injured.     There  is  no 
evidence  that  the  claimant  knew  or  believed  he  injured  the 
dog  or  that  he  was  aware  that  he  had  been  ordered  to  stop. 
In  these  circumstances  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Director  of 
Legal  Services  that  the  claimant  would  establish  liability 
if  the  matter  were  to  proceed  to  trial. 

A  tentative  settlement  of  $4,200.00  has  been  made  with  the 
claimant's  counsel.     The  amount  is  reasonable  in  the  circum- 
stances . 

The  Director  of  Legal  Services  requests  authorization  to  have 
a  cheque  issued  in  the  amount  of  $4,200.00  payable  to  the 
claimant's  solicitors,  Derpak,  White  &  Company,   In  Trust,  to 
finalize  settlement  of  this  claim.  " 


The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  the  foregoing  report  of  the  Director 
of  Legal  Services  be  adopted.

"Under  Section  16.08  of  the  Block  52  Parking  Lease,   the  monthly  rental 
for  parking  spaces  shall  be  based  on  the  prevailing  rates  being  charged  from 
time  to  time,  in  the  downtown  core  of  Vancouver  as  that  term  is  defined  under 
the  said  section.     The  present  rates  are,  unreserved  parking  $35.00  per  month 
and  reserved  parking  $45.00  per  month. 

Since  the  prevailing  rental  rates  being  charged  in  the  downtown  core  for 
unreserved  and  reserved  parking  have  increased  considerably  since  the  last 
increase  early  in  1973,   it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  unreserved  parking  to 
$40.00  per  month  and  the  reserved  parking  to  $65.00  per  month,  such  increases 
to  become  effective  on  October  1,   1975.     The  twenty-five  dollar  differential 
between  unreserved  and  reserved  parking  compares  to  the  average  rate  difference 
charged  by  the  private  parking  lot  industry  in  the  downtown  area. 

The  proposed  new  rates  have  been  discussed  with  the  Lessor,  Pacific 
Centre  Ltd,  and  agreement  has  been  reached  that  increases  are  justifiable. 

I  RECOMMEND  that: 

(a)  the  monthly  rental  for  unreserved  parking  in  the  Pacific 
Centre  Garage  be  increased  from  $35.00  per  month  to  $40.00 
per  month  . 

(b)  the  monthly  rental  for  reserved  parking  in  the  Pacific  Centre 
Garage  be  increased  from  $45.00  per  month  to  $65.00  per  month. 

(c)  the  above  increases  to  become  effective  on  October  1,  1975. 

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  that  the  above  report  of  the  City  Engineer 
be  approved.

2.  Closure  of  200  Block  East  Pender  Street 

The  City  Manager  submits  the  following  report  of  the  City  Engineer: 

"In  a  letter  dated  August  14,   1975,  Gordon  Mark,  Parade  Co-ordinator 
of  the  Chinese  Cultural  Centre  requests  the  closure  of  the  200  Block  East 
Pender  Street  on  Saturday,  September  20,   1975.     The  closure  will  facilitate 
a  Mid-Autumn  Festival  similar  to  last  years  event.     The  festival  will  include 
a  parade,  Chinese   games,   displays  and  novelties.     These  events  will  necessi- 
tate the  street  being  closed  to  traffic  from  7  a.m.  to  10  p.m.    (see  attached) 

The  City  of  Vancouver  has  been  asked  to  provide  the  required  signing 
and  barricading  as  well  as  any  extra  street  cleaning,  free  of  charge,  for 
this  event. 

Last  year,  Council  did  approve  an  expenditure  for  related  services  and 
the  cost  this  year  is  estimated  to  be  $300.00  for  the  required  signing, 
barricading  and  street  cleaning. 

Transit  service  will  be  affected  by  the  closure,  however,  B.C.  Hydro 
has  agreed  to  re-route  its  buses.     There  are  no  objections  from  a  traffic 
engineering  standpoint  and  the  Police  Department  will  provide  special 
attention  for  the  event. 

The  Police  Department  will  also  issue  permission  and  provide  special 
attention  for  the  parade  which  is  planned  for  Saturday  evening. 

Accordingly,   it  is  RECOMMENDED  that  the  Chinese  Cultural  Centre's 
request  for  closure  to  vehicular  traffic  of  Pender  Street  from  Main  Street 
to  Gore  Avenue  be  approved.    The  closure  to  be  in  effect  from  7  a.m.  to 
10  p.m.  on  Saturday,  September  20,   1975,  and  subject  to  the  following 
conditions :

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Clause  2  Cont'd 


a)  The  applicant  enter  into  a  satisfactory  agreement  with 
the  Director  of  Legal  Services  indemnifying  the  City 
against  any  claims  arising  from  this  event. 

b)  Unrestricted  access  to  be  provided  for  emergency  vehicles. 

c)  That  any  licences  required  by  the  Department  of  Permits  &  Licences 
or  the  Health  Department  be  obtained  prior  to  the  closure. 

Furthermore,   should  Council  in  CONSIDERATION  decide  in  favor  of  the 
applicants  request  for  free  services,   it  is  suggested  that  this  be  done  in 
the  form  of  a  Grant  in  order  that  funds  may  be  apportioned  to  the  applicable 
appropriations . 

The  Comptroller  of  Budgets    advises  that  there  are  sufficient  funds 
available  in  contingency  reserve  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  City  Services."

The  City  Manager  submits  the  following  report  of  the  City  Engineer: 

"Reference  is  made  to  the  report  of  the  City  Engineer  and  the  Director 
of  Social  Planning,   dated  May  12,   1975,   dealing  with  Sidwalk  Cafes  on  Granville 
Mall.     With  the  exception  of  a  revision  of  the  rental  rate  to  be  charged, 
Council  approved  this  report  on  May  13,  1975. 

A  further  application  has  been  received,  as  follows: - 

(i)     The  Plumtree  Club,   20  Blood  Alley/Gastown,   for  a 
sidewalk  cafe  adjacent  to  their  outlet  in  Blood 
Alley  (see  appendix). 

The  Liquor  Administration  Branch  is  agreeable  to  the  extension  of  the 
alcoholic  beverage  permit  for  this  cafe  provided  the  applicant  enters  into  a 
lease  with  the  City,  as  in  the  case  of  previous  applications. 

With  regard  to  rentals,   in  keeping  with  Council's  decision  for  the 
cafes  on  Granville  Mall,   it  is  proposed  that  the  rental  for  1975  be  set  at 
$100.  per  month.     In  1976  and  subsequent  years,   the  rental  will  be  based  on 
adjacent  property  rentals  as  determined  by  the  Supervisor  of  Property  and 
Insurance . 

The  Engineering  Department  has  determined  that  pedestrian  movements 
will  not  be  unduly  restricted  by  the  proposed  sidewalk  cafe. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  City  Engineer  RECOMMENDS  that: 

a*    the  proposed  sidewalk  cafe  at  20  Blood  Alley  be  approved; 

b.    the  rental  for  1975  be  $100.  per  month  and  that  this  be 

changed  in  1976  on  the  basis  of  adjacent  property  rentals  to 
be  determined  by  the  Supervisor  of  Property  and  Insurance; 

C.    the  Director  of  Legal  Services  be  directed  to  finalize  lease 

arrangements  for  signature  by  the  City  Engineer  and  the  Director 
of  Legal  Services; 

d.    the  City  Engineer  be  authorized  to  apply  to  the  Liquor  Adminis- 
tration Branch  for  extension  of  the  restaurateur's  liquor  permit 
to  include  the  area  of  the  sidewalk  cafe."

1.       Submission  from  Vancouver  Public  Library  Board  Regarding 
the  Greater  Vancouver  Library  Federation.  


The  Director  of  Finance  has  submitted  the  following  report: 

"Council  will  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Van- 
couver Public  Library  Board  regarding    a    Greater  Vancouver  Library  Federa- 
tion.   The  letter  is  quoted  as  follows: 


i 


It  is  a  privilege  to  present  the  Plan  of  Service  for  the 
Greater  Vancouver  Library  Federation. 

We  have  gained  the  support  and  approval  of  the  Library 
Development  Commission  and  the  Provincial  Secretary's  Office. 
This  Plan  will  result  in  greatly  improved  library  service 
for  the  citizens  of  Vancouver  and  the  member  libraries  at 
no  additional  direct  costs  to  the  taxpayers  of  Vancouver. 
We  anticipate  future  grants  will  be  based  on  the  same  for- 
mula as  projected  for  the  balance  of  1975. 


The  funds  come  first  to  assist  the  further  development  of 
the  Vancouver  Public  Library  as  a  resource  centre  and  also  to 
reimburse  the  Vancouver  Public  Library  system  for  services 
given  to  non-residents  of  the  City  within  the  Federation  area. 

The  Vancouver  Public  Library  Board  would  be  pleased  to 
meet  with  you  to  discuss  this  Plan  at  your  earliest  convenience.' 

The  letter  and  the  accompanying  material  generally  lack  detail  upon  which 
Council  could  make  a  judgment  as  to  the  fiscal  effect  on  the  taxpayers  of  Van- 
couver of  belonging  to  the  Library  Federation.    A  number  of  important  ques- 
tions are  unanswered  and  Council  may  wish  to  receive  considerably  more  detail, 
plus  comments  from  officials,  prior  to  meeting  with  the  Vancouver  Public 
Library  Board  as  suggested  by  the  Chairman  in  his  concluding  paragraph. 

Some  of  the  points  that  the  Vancouver  Public  Library  Board  should  pro- 
duce considerable  detail  on  are  as  follows: 

1.  What  are  the  detailed  cost    implications  for  Vancouver  taxpayers? 

2.  What  are  the  specific  commitments  wanted  from  Vancouver  Council  re- 
garding service  level,  capital  expenditures,  etc.? 

3.  What  are  the  proposed  growth  characteristics  of  the  Plan,  through- 
out the  Federation  territory? 

4.  What  are  the  cost  distributions  re  point  #3? 

5.  The  material  indicates  certain  service  level  standards  to  be  arrived 
at  by  target  dates.    What  are  Vancouver's  corresponding  present 
service  level  statistics  and  what  are  the  implied  costs  of  meeting 
the  proposed  service  levels? 

6.  Why  does  Vancouver  have  no  more  voting  power  than  any  other  member? 

7.  The  agreement  and  the  bylaws  need  to  be  reviewed  by  our  Director  of 
Legal  Services  and  the  implications  stated. 


The  above  is  submitted  so  that  Council  may  CONSIDER  whether  it  wishes 
the  Library  Board  to  answer  the  above  points  prior  to  a  general  meeting 
with  Council  on  the  subject."

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  that  Council  obtain  the  additional 
information  indicated  above  from  the  Vancouver  Public  Library  Board 
prior  to  meeting  with  the  Board. 


2.  Central  and  Oliver  Hotels  Multi-Use  Centre  -  United  Housing 
Foundation   (UHF)  .  

The  following  report  has  been  received  from  the  Director  of  Finance  and  the 
Director  of  Social  Planning: 

"As  Council  will  be  aware  from  previous  reports,  we  have  been  attempting  for  some 
time  to  develop  the  Capital  Financing  for  the  bathing,  dining  and  recreational 
facility  in  the  Central  and  Oliver  Hotels.      A  number  of  organizations,  both 
private  and  governmental,  have  been  approached.      The  cost  of  renovations  was 
previously  estimated  at  $485,000  and  is  now  estimated  at  $531,000. 
CMHC  has  agreed  to  an  addition  of  $141,000  to  their  basic  mortgage,  thereby 
reducing  the  need  for  funds  to  $390,000. 

As  Council  will  also  be  aware,  the  City  and  the  Province  have  agreed  to  amortize 
the  costs  of  these  renovations  as  part  of  the  operating  costs  of  the  facility. 
In  effect,  a  loan  of  $390,000  is  required  which  will  be  amortized  over  a 
period  of  ten  years. 

It  has  come  to  the  point  where  the  only  two  organizations  who  have  funds 
available  to  loan  to  the  UHF  for  the  completion  of  the  renovations  for  the 
bathing,  dining  and  recreational  facility  in  the  Central  and  Oliver  Hotels, 
are  the  City  and  the  Province.      The  City  has  available  in  the  1971-75  Five 
Year  Plans  under  the  category  of  Health  and  Welfare  Buildings  an  amount  of 
$174,200,  which  is  the  remainder  of  the  funds  available  in  that  category. 
The  Province  has  agreed  to  loan  the  remainder  of  the  funds,  being  $215,800. 
required  for  the  renovations.        This  appears  to  be  the  only  way  to  successfully 
complete  the  multi-use  centre  in  the  Central  and  Oliver  Hotels  in  accordance  with 
Council's  direction  and  wishes. 

It  is  therefore  RECOMMENDED 

1)  THAT  the  City  loan  UHF  $174,200,  to  be  amortized  over  a  ten  year  period 
(in  effect,  paid  off  by  the  City  and  the  Province  in  their  agreed  cost 
sharing  ratios  towards  the  operating  and  capital  amortization  costs 

of  the  Centre,  source  to  be  1971-75  Five  Year  Plan  Health  and  Welfare 
Buildings  category); 

2)  UHF  now  be  responsible  for  the  renovations  and  construction  of  the 
Multi-Use  facility  and  upon  completion  of  the  work  UHF  will  manage  these 
facilities  which  are  located  in  their  building; 

3)  The  Director  of  Social  Planning  will  continue  his  supervisory  responsibility 
on  behalf  of  the  City  to  ensure  that  the  Social  Services  are  developed  in 
accordance  with  plans  already  approved  by  City  Council." 

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  approval  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  Director  of  Finance  and  the  Director  of  Social  Planning. 

3 .  South  Burnaby  Lawn  Bowling  Club  -  Central  Park. 

The  Director  of  Legal  Services  reports  as  follows: 

"The  South  Burnaby  Lawn  Bowling  Club  operates  a  bowling 
green  and  Clubhouse  in  Central  Park  under  a  license 
Agreement.     This  Agreement  expired  on  the  28th  of 
February,   1975  and  the  Club  has  requested  renewal  of 
the  Agreement  for  a  further  three  years.     The  Central 
Park  Committee  recommended  that  the  lease  be  executed 
between  the  city  of  Vancouver,  the  Corporation  of  the 
District  of  Burnaby  and  the  South  Burnaby  Lawn  Bowling 
Club  for  three  years  from  March  1st,   1975  for  a  rental 
fee  of  $1.00  per  year.

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7.       Liabilities  of  Municipalities  in  British  Columbia  For  Excess 
Charges  from  Private  Hospitals.  


The  Director  of  Finance  reports  as  follows: 
'"History 

For  many  years  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  has  established 
the  rate  that  would  be  paid  to  private  hospitals  for  social  allowance 
cases  in  those  hospitals.    During  most  of  this  period,  the  rate  was 
accepted  by  the  hospitals.    About  1969  the  private  hospitals  stated 
that  the  Provincial  rate  was  insufficient  and  began  billing  the 
municipalities  at  a  higher  rate,  which  they  stated  reflected  their 
cost  position.    The  Province  of  British  Columbia  said  that  it  would 
not  reimburse  the  administrative  agencies,  in  most  cases  the 
municipalities,  above  the  Provincial  rate.    The  municipalities  there- 
fore reduced  the  private  hospitals'  bills  to  the  Provincial  rate  and 
paid  the  private  hospitals  at  this  lower  rate. 

The  private  hospitals  then  took  their  case  through  the  courts 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  and  won  the  right  to  bill  at  their 
higher  established  rates.    The  Supreme  Court  stated  that  the  private 
hospitals  were  to  be  reimbursed  at  reasonable  cost  and- the  municipal- 
ities were,  by  statute,  responsible  for  paying  the  hospitals  for 
social  assistance  cases.    The  liability  therefore  rested  with  the 
municipalities  to  pay  the  difference  between  the  Provincial  rate  and 
the  private  hospitals'  billed  rates.' 

As  a  result  of  the  court  action,  the  City  paid  the  private  hospitals 
$519,146.66  and  subsequently  (in  the  fall  of  1974)  billed  the  Province  for 
this  amount.    The  Department  of  Human  Resources  advised  at  that  time  that 
they  were  not  authorized  to  reimburse  the  City  and  other  municipalities  for 
private  hospital  accounts  resulting  from  the  court  action. 

In  April,  1975,  a  brief  was  presented  by  the  various  municipalities 
affected  to  the  Minister  of  Human  Resources  recommending  that  the  Province 
reimburse  the  municipalities  and  that  these  costs  be  included  in  the  share- 
able welfare  cost  system  of  the  Province  and  further  that  appropriate  legis- 
lation be  passed  to  control  the  rate  structure  of  the  private  hospitals  in 
the  future. 

The  Social  Assistance  Act  was  amended  on  June  26,  1975,  and  the  amend- 
ment was  retroactive  to  May  27,  1974. 

The  amount  of  outstanding  claims  by  private  hospitals  against  the  City 
subsequent  to  the  payment  of  the  $519,146.66  and  up  to  May  27,  1974,  is 
$247,935.24.    These  claims  have  now  been  paid  by  the  City. 

The  Deputy  Minister  of  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  has  advised 
that  the  Province  will  reimburse  the  full  $247,935.24  for  the  latest  claims 
and  will  reimburse  the  City  $454,227.24  towards  the  original  $519,146.66, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $64,919.42. 

The  Deputy  Minister  further  advised  that  these  payments  totalling 
$702,662.48  ($247,935.24  +  $454,227.24)  are  being  made  voluntarily  by  the 
Provincial  Government. 

The  balance  of  $64,919.42  represents  Court  costs,  legal  fees  and  interest 
paid  by  the  City  as  a  result  of  the  original  Supreme  Court  judgment.  The 
Province  has  stated  they  are  not  willing  to  pay  these  costs  as  they  had  in- 
curred considerable  legal  costs  of  their  own  in  this  matter. 
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The  Director  of  Legal  Services  advises  that  the  amount  of 
$64,919.42  is  a  legal  cost  to  the  City  of  Vancouver  and  the  Province 
is  not  required  to  reimburse  the  City. 

The  Director  of  Finance  submits  the  foregoing  report  for  the  Information 
(if  Council  and  advises  that  $65,000  will  be  transferred  from  the  Contingency 
Reserve  to  provide  for  the  uncollectable  legal  costs." 

The  City  Manager  submits  the  foregoing  report  for  the  INFORMATION 
of  Council. 


RECOMMENDATION 

8 .   Fire  Department  -  Staffing. 

On  April  18,  1975,  City  Council  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  City 
Manager  that  a  Clerk  III  position  be  established  for  a  period  of  six  (6) 
months,   in  the  Fire  Department,  to  alleviate  the  workload  brought  on  by 
the  preliminary  Agreement  with  the  Vancouver  Firefighters'  Union. 

The  Administrative  Analyst  has  examined  the  workload  in  this  office,  and 
report  as  follows: 

"    A.       The  additional  and  continuous  workload  in  the  Payroll  Section 
has  increased  significantly  due  to  the  more  complex  conditions 
in  the  final  Agreement. 

B.  The  Director  of  Finance  will  be  investigating  the  salary 
payroll  systems  throughout  the  city  early  in  1976.       This  in- 
vestigation should  result  in  organizational  and  staff  changes  in 
all  payroll  sections. 

C.  The  workload  in  the  Quartermaster /Purchasing  Section  has  also 
increased  as  a  result  of  the  new  Union  Agreement. 

While  a  number  of  procedural  changes  are  being  instituted  to  reduce 
the  workload,   the  additional  staff  should  be  extended  until  such  time 
as  the  overall  systems  have  been  reorganized. 

The  estimated  cost  for  continuation  of  this  position  for  twelve  (12) 
months  is  $1,900  in    1975,  and  $10,200  in  1976. 

I  recommend  that  the  temporary  Clerk  III  position  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment be  extended  for  a  12-month  period,  commencing  November  1,  1975. 

The  Comptroller  of  Budgets  advises  that  if  this  report  is  approved, 
the  source  of  funds  will  be  Contingency  Reserve. 

The  V.M.R.E.U.  have  received  a  copy  of  this  report." 

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  approval  of  the  foregoing  recommendation  of  the 
Administrative  Analyst. 
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The  Administrative  Analyst  reports  as  follows: 

"On  June  17,   1975,  City  Council  approved  the  staffing  for  the  Park  Board  and 
the  Britannia  Society,  at  the  Britannia  Community  Services  Centre.     In  that 
report,  responsibility  for  the  Cashiers  and  Attendants  at  the  ice  rink  and 
swimming  pool  was  vested  in  the  Park  Board.       Subsequent  investigation  has 
shown  that  improved  security  and  financial  administration  would  be  achieved  by 
placing  this  staff  on  the  Society's  payroll,  reporting  to  the  Society's 
accountant .

The  Chairman  of  the  Orpheum  Theatre  Building  Committee  reports  as  follows: 

"On  July  29th,  1975  Council  approved  a  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Orpheum 
Theatre  Building  Committee  which  recommended  in  part  that: 

'Council  authorize  the  Architect  to  call  for 
Construction  Management  bids  from  suitable  firms 
for  a  report  back  to  Council' • 

The  Architect,  after  investigating  the  suitability  and  desire  of  a 
number  of  firms  to  participate  in  the  restoration,  asked  for  Construction 
Management  proposals  from  five  contracting  firms.    After  receipt  of  the  written 
proposals,  an  interviewing  committee  comprising  the  project  Architect,  the 
Theatre  Manager  and  the  City  Architect,  together  with  several  of  their  involved 
staff,  interviewed  the  representatives  from  the  various  contracting  firms. 

The  purpose  of  the  interviews  was  to  determine  the  extent  of  services  to 
be  provided  by  the  Contractors  for  their  quoted  fees,  to  assess  their  attitude 
and  approach  to  the  project,  and  to  establish  the  terms  under  which  they  would 
carry  out  work  by  their  own  forces. 
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!  The  quoted  Construction  Management  fees,  adjusted  to  the  amount  requested 

I  for  off— site  management  services  plus  overhead  and  profit  for  work  carried  out 

1  by  the  Contractor's  own  forces,  are  as  follows: 


It  was  the  unanimous  conclusion  of  the  interviewing  committee  that  Halse- 
Martin  Construction  Co.  Ltd.  should  be  appointed  as  Management  Contractor  for 
this  project. 

The  quoted  fee  from  Halse-Martin  is  slightly  above  that  received  from 
Allan  &  Viner  but  it  is  the  interviewing  committee's  conclusion  that  the 
recommended  firm's  proposal  included  services  which  more  than  made  up  for  the 
fee  differentialo    The  reasons  for  the  interviewing  committee's  choice  are 
expressed  in  detail  in  a  letter  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Orpheum  Theatre  Building 
Committee  from  the  Architect,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached. 

The  Management  Fee  submitted  by  Halse-Martin  is  within  the  Architect's 
estimated  allowance  for  this  service. 

It  is  recommended  that  Council  accept  the  tender  of  Halse-HMartin  Construction 
Co.  Ltd.  and  direct  the  Chairman  of  the  Orpheum  Theatre  Building  Committee  to 
enter  into  a  contract  with  them  for  the  sum  of  $94,000,  this  contract  to  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  Legal  Services." 

The  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  the  foregoing  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Orpheum  Theatre  Building  Committee  be  approved.

Multi-Use  Centre.    The  service  area  handles  the  Multi-Use 
Centre  and  the  Hotel  Room  portion  of  the  project. 

Because  of  the  delay  in  arranging  financing  for  the  completion 
of  the  work  on  the  Multi-Use  Centre,  we  have  an  additional  cost 
as  of  September  15,  1975  of  $8,975.14  which  is  the  interest  on 
the  above  loan  from  the  City. 

We  wish  to  apply  to  the  City  for  assistance  to  meet  this 
commitment  to  the  equal  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  loan  or 
$8,975.14. 

We  would  be  grateful  for  an  opportunity  to  discuss  this  with  you 
at  your  convenience.' 

The  above  request  is  submitted  to  Council  for  CONSIDERATION."

12.     1975  Supplementary  Capital  Budget  Review. 


The  following  report  has  been  received  from  the  Director  of  Finance. 

"We  have  completed  the  review  of  Contingency  Reserve  and  can  now 
recommend  the  transfer  of  additional  funds  to  the  1975  Supplementary 
Capital  Budget.    There  are  certain  high  priority  items  that  are  being 
recommended  to  Council,  plus  Council  may  wish  to  consider  additional 
items  which  had  to  be  turned  down  earlier  this  year  in  the  consideration 
of    the  main  1975  Supplementary  Capital  Budget. 

At  the  time  of  submitting  the  original  1975  Supplementary  Capital  Budget  in 
the  spring  of  1975,  it  was  recognized  that  it  would  be  inadequate  and  would 
have  to  be  reviewed  when  the  1975  budget  picture  clarified.    Also,  with  the 
assessment  base  remaining  at  the  1974  level,  the  revenue  generated  by  1%  mills 
remained  substantially  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 

The  projects  will  be  listed  under  three  headings,  being  Recommended, 
Priority  One  Consideration,  and  Priority  Two  Consideration. 

Projects  RECOMMENDED 

1 .  Champlain  Heights  Front  End  Development  Costs 

The  development  of  Champlain  Heights  for  housing, in  accordance  with 
Council ' s  direction,    will  require  the  expenditure  of  approximately 
$12  million  in  front  end  costs.    These  funds  will  be  recovered  through 
the  disposition  of  the  property,  but  the  process  of  development  is 
such  that  the  funds  flow  in  after  the  development  funds  have  been 
spent.    The  time  lag  is  such  that  $4.25  million  of  interim  financing 
is  required  for  the  development  process.    The  City  should  apply  to 
CMHC,  through  the  Provincial  Government,  for  Section  42  development 
financing  for  this  purpose.    However,  the  availability  of  funds  and 
the  timetable  are  in  question.    The  Director  of  Finance  met  with 
Provincial  Government  officials  on  September  4,  1975  to  initiate  the 
process,  subject  to  Council  approval,  but  if  the  development  is  to 
proceed,  the  City  must  supply  initial  interim  financing. 

It  is  therefore  RECOMMENDED  that  the  City  establish  an  interim  financing 
reserve  for  the  development  of  Champlain  Heights  of 

$2,000,000 

2.  517  Hamilton  Street  (City  owned) 

The  City  Manager's  office  has  examined  the  question  of  renovating 

517  Hamilton  Street,  and  further  analysed  the  best  use  for  the  property. 

The  ground  floor  was  used  previously  as  the  Single  Men's  Unit  of 

the  Welfare  Department,  but  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  has 

now  moved  this  operation  to  premises  on  Homer  Street.    The  second 

floor  had  been  leased  by  the  previous  owner  to  a  rooming  house  operator, 

whose  lease  was  cancelled  when  the  City  purchased  the  property. 

The  ground  floor  should  be  renovated  to  accommodate  the  Fire  Inspectors 
and  the  Health  Unit  currently  housed  in  rented  premises  at  306  Abbott, 
which  is  totally  unsatisfactory  accommodation.    The  Construction  and 
Maintenance  Division  has  done  a  fairly  detailed  cost  breakdown  and  it 
is  RECOMMENDED  that  funds  be  provided  for  the  renovations  and  for  new 
furniture  for  the  offices  for  a  total  of

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3.  Stanley  Park  Seawall 

Council,  on  August  12,  1975,  approved  the  recommendation  of  the 
City  Manager  that  the  request  of  the  Park  Board  for  $55,000  to 
repair  the  seawall  damage  at  Siwash  Rock  be  deferred  until  such 
time  as  the  possibility  of  additional  runus  being  available  for 
the  1975  Supplementary  Capital  Budget  was  known.    Given  the 
circumstances  that  the  wall  will  be  further  damaged  this  winter 
requiring  further  temporary  repairs  and  allowing  continued 
deterioration  of  the  wall,  it  is  RECOMMENDED  that  the  Park  Board 
be  requested  to  repair  the  wall  as  soon  as  possible,  and  that 
funds  be  provided  in  the  amount  of

4.  Traffic  Signals 

On  July  22,  Council  resolved  that  the  three  signals  approved  by 
Council  on  May  6  and  13  and  July  22  be  given  priority  in  the  1975 
Traffic  Signal ization  Program  and  that  three  items  in  the  main  part 
of  the  program  be  deferred  until  it  was  known  whether  additional  funds 
would  be  available  in  the  budget. 

As  the  signals  that  had  to  be  deleted  by  the  City  Engineer  to  make  way 
for  the  three  additional  signals  are  high  priority,  it  is  RECOMMENDED 
that  additional  funds  be  provided  for  the  1975  Traffic  Signal ization 
Program,  of

This  allowed  the  City  to  return 
$300,000  to  the  City's  parking  reserve 
fund  which  was  originally  designated 
to  cover  a  short-fall  of  funds  for  the 
West  End  Community  Centre  project.

Underground  Wiring  at  Stanley  Park  -  $   } 15,000 

Coal  Harbour 

As  arranged  with  the  City  Engineer  this  is 
an  on-going  City  programme  of  undergrounding 
wires  which  requires  $15,000  of  Park  Board 
capital  funds  to  complete  the  project  and 
tie  in  existing  services. 

Beach  Avenue  Water  Front  Seawall 


The  shoreline  from  the  Vancouver  Aquatic 
Centre  at  Burrard  Bridge  to  Stanley 
Park  is  in  poor  condition  and  needs  a 
seawall  and  promenade  to  service  this 
heavy  use  waterfront  -  first  phase  of 
a  $200,000  project. 


6.    West  End  Community  Centre  Additional  $  148,000 

Improvements 

(a)    Roof  Top  Garden  - 

The  Civic  Design  Panel  specifically 
asked  that  landscaping  on  the  roof 
be    included  at  the  time  the 
development  permit  was  approved. 
This  item  was  deleted  when  the 
project  was  trimmed  to  meet  money 
available.    Cost  $94,000. 
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(b)    Ground  Level  Landscaping  Improvements 

The  pedestrian  connection  between  the 
Senior  Citizens'  project  and  the 
community  centre  and  the  large  portion 
of  the  children's  play  area  was  relegated 
to  concrete  instead  of  the  more  acceptable 
brick  paveway,  as  used  in  the  Senior 
Citizens'  project.    When  the  contract 
was  awarded,  in  order  to  cut  the  costs 
the  architects  have  requested  that  the 
brick  paving  again  be  put  back  in  the 
contract.    Cost  $54,000. 

7.  Major  Renovations  to  Percy  Norman  Pool  $  250,000 

The  pool  has  reached  a  critical  age  and 
condition  and  because  of  high  maintenance 
costs  requires  major  renovations  to  make 
it  acceptable  to  the  public. 

The  Board  has  submitted  this  project  in 
the  1976-80  five  year  capital  plan. 
Should  it  be  approved, funds  will  not  be 
required  from  supplementary  capital. 

8.  Ice  Rink  -  Hastings  East  Area  $  75,000 

City  Clerk  in  a    letter  dated  March  20, 
1975,  advised  that  City  Council  on 
March  18  passed  the  following 
resolution  after  hearing  a  delegation 
on  the  matter: 

"That  Council  consider  the  construction 
of  an  ice  rink  in  the  Hastings  east 
area  to  be  a  priority  item  in  the 
1976-80  Five  Year  Capital  Plan; 

Further  that  the  Park  Board  be  requested 
to  finalize  design  plans  for  the  rink  to 
permit  an  early  start  on  construction 
should  the  Five  Year  Plan  be  approved." 

The  Board  does  not  have  funds  to  prepare 
working  drawings  for  the  proposed  rink,  and 
an  amount  of  $75,000  should  be  included  in 
the  1975  supplementary  capital  request  for 
preparation  of  completed  working  drawings  so 
that  tenders  can  be  called  immediately 
providing  the  1976-80  Five  Year  Capital 
Plan  is  approved. 

It  is  RECOMMENDED  that  the  Group  1  items  be  approved,  and  the  Priority  . 
1  and  2  consideration  items  are  put  to  Council  for  CONSIDERATION.  The 
source  of  funds  would  be  provided  by  transfer  from  Contingency  Reserve 
to  Capital  Reserve  for  the  1975  Supplementary  Capital  Budget. 

It  is  also  RECOMMENDED  that  Council  approve  the  application  to  the 
Province  and  CMHC  for  $4,250,000  of  Section  42  (NHA)  funds  for  interim 
financing  of  development  for  housing  in  Champlain  Heights." 

Your  City  Manager  RECOMMENDS  approval  of  the  recommendations  of 
the  Director  of  Finance  and  submits  the  balance  of  the  items  to 
Council  for  CONSIDERATION.

1 .     National  Research  Council  Sub-Committee  Problems 
on  Urban  Engineering  

The  City  Manager  submits  the  following  report  of  the  City  Engineer: 

"Three  years  ago  the  National  Research  Council  formed  a  sub-committee  to  deal 
with  engineering  problems  arising  in  urban  areas.     This  committee  is  composed  of 
a  number  of  City  Engineers  and  University  Professors  from  across  Canada.  The 
City  Engineer,  William  Curtis,  has  been  a  member  of  this  committee  representing 
British  Columbia. 

The  chairman  of  the  noted  sub-committee  is  retiring  and  the  National  Research 
Council  have  asked  Mr.  Curtis  to  assume  the  chairmanship  of  the  sub-committee. 
The  National  Research  Council  pays  all  expenses  except  Mr.  Curtis'  time.  This 
usually  involves  two  trips  of  a  day  or  two  duration  to  Eastern  Canada  per  year. 
In  addition,  Mr.  Curtis  has  been  heading  a  task  force  for  the  sub-committee  on 
waste  disposal  in  Canada.     Permission  is  requested  of  Council  to  permit  Mr.  K.F. 
Dobell,  Assistant  City  Engineer,  to  attend  approximately  one  meeting  per  year  on 
this  matter.    Again,  all  expenses  are  borne  by  the  National  Research  Council. 

It  is  RECOMMENDED  that: 

(a)  Mr.  Curtis  be  permitted  to  assume  chairmanship  of  the 
National  Research  Council  sub-committee  on  urban  engineering

3-     Dental  Care  Plan  -  Employees  of  the   City  of  Vancouver, 
Board  of  Parks  &  Recreation  and  Vancouver  Police  Board 

The  Director  of  Personnel  Services  reports  as  follows: 

"The  1975-76  Collective  Agreements  with  the  Inside  Workers,  Outside  Workers,  Foremen, 
Electrical  Inspectors  and  Technicians,  and  members  of  I.A.T.S.E.  each  contain  a 
provision  for  a  Dental  Care  Plan,  the  coverage  to  become  effective  on  January  1,  1976. 
Two  other  employee  groups,  the  uniformed  Policemen  and  Firemen  already  have  such 
plans  in  effect.     The  underwriter  in  each  of  these  cases  is  the  Medical  Services 
Association  (M.S. A.)  and  the  services  of  this  firm  have  been  found  to  be  quite 
satisfactory. 

Investigations  conducted  by  this  Department  and  by  the  Labour  Relations  Department 
of  the  G.V.R.D.  during  the  month  of  August  revealed  that  a  decision  as  to  the  choice 
of  an  underwriter  for  the  coverage  to  begin  January  1,  1976  would  have  to  be  made 
very  quickly  if  the  most  economical  coverage  was  to  be  obtained.     The  College  of 
Dental  Surgeons  has  announced  an  increase  in  their  fees  and  the  Dental  Plan  rate 
structure  will  be  increased  by  15%  in  October,  1975. 

In  discussions  with  M.S. A.,  we  were  able  to  obtain  their  agreement  to  extend  the 
pre-increase  rates  to  the  new  coverage  if  a  decision  could  be  made  prior  to 
September  1,  1975  appointing  M.S. A.  as  the  carrier.    Also  these  relatively  low 
rates  would  be  guaranteed  until  the  end  of  August,  1977.     We  were  advised  by  Fowler 
and  Associates  Consultants  Ltd.,  our  advisor  in  these  matters,  that  the  rates  quoted 
were  the  best  available  in  today's  market  and  that  to  delay  a  decision  beyond 
September  1st  would  result  in  a  15%  additional  oost  to  the  City  and  its  employees. 

On  August  29,  1975,  therefore,  a  written  commitment  was  given  to  M.S. A.  that  they 
would  be  appointed  the  underwriter  for  the  new  Plans,  subject  to  the  agreement  of 
the  Unions  involved,  such  agreement  being  necessary  since  the  employees  bear  50%  of 
the  cost  of  the  coverage.     The  Executive  of  the  V.M.R.E.U.  has  already  agreed  to 
the  arrangement  and  the  other  Unions  have  the  matter  under  consideration." 

The  City  Manager  submits  the  above  report  of  the  Director  of  Personnel  Services 
for  the  INFORMATION  of  Council.

"Under  the  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act,  Section  20  (3),  when  a  landlord  gives 
notice  to  vacate,  to  a  tenant  of  residential  premises,  for  the  purpose  of 
demolition,  the  landlord  is  required,  on  receipt  of  a  statement  of  account 
of  the  tenants  mover,  to  pay  the  tenants  moving  expenses,  or  the  amount  of 
three  hundred  dollars,  whichever  is  the  lesser. 

The  number  and  amount  of  claims  from  the  City's  tenants  cannot  be  predicted 
with  any  degree  of  certainty  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  but  the  equivalent 
of  100  claims  averaging  $2^0  each  can  be  anticipated. 

It  is  RECOMMENDED,  that  Council  authorize  an  appropriation  in  the  amount  of 
$25,000,  from  the  Contingency  Reserve  Account,  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing 
the  City's  tenants,  for  moving  expenses  as  required  under  the  Landlord  and 
Tenant  Act."

By  letter  dated  July  28,  1975,  The  Honourable  G.L.  Chatterton  has 
requested  that  the  City  repurchase,  at  the  original  price  of 
$9,500.00  each,  two  of  the  thirty-nine  lots  as  S.P.O.T.A.  has 
indicated  to  the  Provincial  Government  that  they  do  not  require 
them.     These  lots  are  described  as  Lot  33,  Block  82,  D.L.  181, 
(837  East  Georgia  Street)   and  Lot  30,  Block  85,  D.L.   181,  (511 
East  Georgia  Street) . 

With  the  considerable  increase  in  property  values  since  1973,  it 
would  be  to  the  City's  advantage  to  repurchase  these  lots  for  the 
sum  of  $9,500.00  each  and  the  Director  of  Finance  has  advised  that 
there  are  sufficient  funds  in  the  Sundry  Property  for  Resale  Account. 

It  is  therefore  RECOMMENDED  that  the  City  exercise  its  option  to 
repurchase  Lot  33,  Block  82,     and  Lot  30,  Block  85,  both  of  District 
Lot  181,  for  the  sum  of  $9,500.00  each,  the  date  of  adjustment  to 
be  the  date  Council  approves  this  report."

The  report  suggested  that  the  only  two  possible  uses  were  a  landscaped 
open  space  and  a  parking   lot,   and  a  diagramatic  plan  was  presented 
showing  a  possibility  for  the  development  of  a  parking   lot.

A  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  was  held  in  the  No.   2  Committee  Room,  Third  Floor, 
City  Hall,  on  Thursday,  August  21,  1975  at  approximately  1.30  p.m.

RECOMMENDATION 

1.       1976-80  Capital  Program  for  Sewers  and  Waterworks. 

The  Committee  had  before  it  for  consideration  a  Manager's 
Report  dated  August  1,   1975  on  the  1976-80  Capital  Program  for 
Sewers  and  Waterworks,    (copy  circulated),   in  which  he  recommended 
borrowing  authority  for  Sewers  and  Waterworks  Capital  Programs 
total  $42,033,000  for  the  period  1976-80  be  approved. 

During  discussion,  it  was  noted  the  programs  for  which 
borrowing  is  sought  are  contained  on  pages  23  to  35  of  the  proposed 
Five  Year  Plan  which  will  be  presented  to  the  electorate  on  October 
8,  1975. 

The  Committee  questioned  whether  it  should  re-examine  these 
figures  with  a  view  to  reducing  them  as  was  done  with  the  overall 
Five  Year  Plan  to  which  certain  cut-backs  were  made. 

A  representative  of  the  Engineering  Department  replied  the 
Sewer  and  Waterworks  Programs  are  not  discretionary  items;  that 
they  are  mandatory  programs,   some  of  which  are  necessary  to  meet 
Pollution  Control  Branch  regulations;  and  that  the  Pollution 
Control  Branch  can  force  the  City  to  upgrade  its  Sewers  and 
Water  Systems. 

Senior  staff  officials  advised  that  planning  for  such  pro- 
jects takes  two  to  three  years  and  therefore  necessary  capital 
funds  are  required  for  these  long  periods  of  time. 

The  Committee  observed  that  its  members,  not  being  engineers 
specializing  in  waterworks  and  sewers,  cannot  adequately  assess 
if  the  proposed  programs  are  absolutely  essential. 

The  City  Manager  replied  the  answers  to  this  question  are 
contained  on  page  23  of  the  Five  Year  Plan  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Program  summary 


This  sewer  program  provides  for  ... 

,     the  replacement  of  obsolete  existing  facilities  such  as  piping,  pumping 
equipment,  service  connections. 

new  sewers  to  provide  service  to  new  and  redeveloping  areas  and  to  relieve 
areas  subject  to  flooding  with  sewage  during  storms. 

,     upgrading  the  sewer  system  to  comply  with  the  Pollution  Control  Board's  require- 
ments by  separation  of  storm  and  sanitary  flows,  improvements  to  outfalls  and 
storage  of  combined  flows. 

4.     separation  of  service  connections  on  private  property. 
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Clause  No.    1  Continued. 

PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES 

To  counter  the  aging  of  the  system  and  maintain  service 

To  relieve  certain  areas  now  suffering  flooding  with  sewage 

To  give  service  to  new  and  redeveloping  areas 

To  protect  the  receiving  vaters  and  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Board" 


It  was  further  noted  by  senior  staff  that  approximately 
$6  million  had  already  been  trimmed  from  the  Sewer  and  Waterworks 
i  project  by  the  Five  Year  Plan  Review  Committee. 

! 

i  The  observation  was  made  that  sewers  and  waterworks  are  a 

basic  essential  service  to  the  public. 

■  The  Committee  reiterated  its  concern  as  to  the  high  cost  and 

I  again  asked  if  a  re-examination  of  the  figures  is  necessary.  The 
!  City  Manager  replied  that  this  is  a  "no  fat"  program  and  a  re- 
I  examination  of  the  figures  would  be  impractical.     It  was  further 
1  pointed  out  that  each  particular  project  cannot  go  ahead  without 
Council  approval  and  if  Council  feels  the  money  situation  becomes 
too  tight,  any  particular  project  could, in  fact, be  turned  down. 

It  was  pointed  out  the  figures  in  the  report  are  merely 
estimates  and  may  increase  or  decrease. 

The  Committee  suggested  each  project  should  come  before 
Council  as  a  report  reference  with  the  Engineering  Department  seek- 
ing borrowing  authority  on  an  annual  basis  and  in  this  way,  the 
Council  is  not  committing  itself  to  borrowing  the  large  sum  of 
$42,033,000  at  one  time. 

Following  discussion  it  was, 

RECOMMENDED 

THAT  Council  approve  in  principle  that  the  City  Engineering 
Department  and  the  Director  of  Finance  be  granted  authority 
for  borrowing  up  to  $42,033,000  for  the  1976-80  Sewer  and 
Capital  Works  Project  but  that  borrowing  authority  for  this 
amount  be  sought  from  Council  annually  over  the  five  year 
period.

2.       Five  Year  Plan  -  Report  on  Advertising  and  Publicity. 

Mr.   Peter  Ross  and  Mr.   Bud  Elsie,   Public  Relations  Consultants 
for  the  City  on  the  October  8,   1975  Five  Year  Capital  Program, 
appeared  before  the  Committee  and  presented  their  plans  for  publiciz- 
ing the  forthcoming  Five  Year  Plan.

2 .     Fire  By-law  Progress  Report  on  Upgrading  Hotels 

The  Committee  considered  a  report   (on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's 
Office)   of  the  City  Manager  in  which  the  Fire  Chief  reports  that 
of  the  318  buildings  in  the  core  area. affected  by  Sections  38-40  of 
Fire  By-law  No.  2193,  only  95  remain  to  be  upgraded. 

Deputy  Fire  Chief    J.  Tuning  advised  that  when  the  core  area  is 
completed,  priority  for  upgrading  will  be  given  to  the  oldest  buildings 
in  the  remainder  of  the  City. 

RESOLVED, 

THAT  the  progress  report  on  upgrading  hotels  in  the 
core  area  be  received. 


3 .     Progress  Report  -  Enforcement  of  Lodging  House  By-law 

The  Committee  considered  a  report  (on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's 
Office)   of  the  City  Manager  dated  August  15,   1975,  wherein  the 
Medical  Health  Officer  provides  information  to  update  the  details 
of  the  enforcement  of  the  Lodging  House  By-law  in  the  core  area. 

Mr.  D.  Morgan,  Director  of  Environmental  Health,  advised  of 
pending  prosecutions  and  court  cases  which  had  been  finalized. 

The  question  of  a  separate  Municipal  By-law  Court  was  mentioned 
and  the  Chairman  indicated  that  he  would  be  writing  to  the  Attorney- 
General  with  respect  to  a  Court,  close  to  City  Hall,  staffed  by  City 
prosecutors . 
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RESOLVED , 

A.  THAT  the  report  of  the  City  Manager  dated  August  15, 
1975,  on  enforcement  of  the  Lodging  House  By-law  be 
received. 

B.  THAT  the  Director  of  Environmental  Health  produce  for  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Committee  documentation  from  their 
prosecution  record  book  of  examples  of  cases  being  pros- 
ecuted under  the  Lodging  House.  By-law  which  have  involved 
extensive  staff  time  and  delays  for  prosecutions. 


4 .     Progress  Report  -  Selected  Park  Development  Works 

The  Committee  considered  a  letter  dated  August  27,  1975,  (copy 
circulated)   from  Mr.  L.  Foster,  Director  of  Planning,  Board  of  Park 
and  Recreation,  outlining  the  present  situation  and  funding  require 
ments  of  the  proposed  park  development  on  selected  sites  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  City. 

(a)  Charles-Adanac  Area 

Mr.  Foster  advised  that 'preliminary  estimates  indicate 
approximately  $128,000   (3.2  acres  @  $40,000  per  acre) 
would  be  required  for  park  development  purposes. 

(b)  Wall  Street  -  Slocan  to  Kaslo  Streets 

Mr.  Foster  advised  that  $100,000  has  been  requested  out  of 
1975  Supplementary  Capital  Funds;   $30,000  for  park  develop- 
ment purposes  and  $70,000  to  acquire  privately  owned  Lot  107 
plus  dwelling.     Acquisition  of  this  lot  is  required  to  enable 
Kaslo  Street  to  be  closed  and  included  in  the  park  develop- 
ment."* 

(c)  Thunderbird  Island 

Mr.  Foster  advised  that  the  $75,000  approved  by  Council  on 
July  8,  1975,  for  immediate  development  of  Thunderbird 
Island  Park  cannot  be  advanced  to  the  Park    Board  until  a 
small  triangular  portion  of  Provincial  Government  land  is 
transferred  to  the  City  and  included  in  the  subdivision. 
Mr.  R.  Youngberg,  Associate  Director,  Area  Planning,  advised 
that  the  Provincial  Government  will  not  sell  this  land  to  the 
City  but  have  offered  a  long-term  lease.     This  could  not  be 
part  of  the  subdivision  but  park  development  could  proceed. 
The  Chairman  agreed  to  contact  representatives  of  the 
Provincial  Government  to  request  a  long-term  lease  to  allow 
the  project  to  proceed  as  so6n  as  possible. 

(d)  Pioneer  Place 

The  design  of  Pioneer  Place  was  referred  back  to  the  Park 
Board,  appropriate  City  staff  and  the  Urban  Design  Panel 
for  redesign  and  report  back.     All  have  reviewed  the  proposals. 
The  newly-formed  Gastown  Historic  Area  Advisory  Committee 
has  also  commented.     Mr.  Stephen  Cripps ,  Parks  Development 
Manager  advised  that  $63,000  would  be  required  from  1975 
Supplementary  Capital  Funds. 

RESOLVED, 

THAT  the  progress  reports  from  the  Director  of  Planning, 
Board  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  on  selected  park  developments 
on  the  east  side  of  the  City  be  received.

A.  THAT  the  information  contained  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Special  Meeting  of  the  Housing  and  Environment  Committee 
dated  July  24,  1975,  be  received. 

B.  THAT  approval  in  principle  be  given  to  the  implementation 

of  "Operation  Tattoo"  by  the  B.C.  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

C.  THAT  the  matter  of  implementation  of  a  program  for  a  low- 
cost  spay  and  neuter  clinic  be  referred  to  the  City  Manager 
and  the  Director  of  Permits  and  Licenses  for  report  to  the 
Housing  and  Environment  Committee. 


6.     Removal  of  Billboards  and  Roof  Signs  Adjacent  to  Freeway 
and  Bridge  Approaches  and  Waterfront   

The  Committee  considered  a  report  (on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's 
Office)  of  the  City  Manager  dated  July  24,  1975,  wherein  the  Director 
of  Planning  categorizes  billboards  and  roof  signs  in  the  areas  of 
Special  Sign  Control.     At  the  present  time,  non-conforming  signs  can 
only  be  removed  by  Council  passing  a  resolution  of  2/3  of  all  its 
members.    The  categories  are  as  follows: 


Croup  A:    Poster  Panels  (Billboards) 

These  are  billboards  which  display  messages  printed  on  paper,  us- 
ually for  a.  four  week  period.    The  copy  size  of  posters  is  stand- 
ardized at  20  feet  by  8  feet  7  inches.     They  may  be  located  on 
ground  or  mounted  above  roofs.    All  posters  belong  to  Seaboard 
Advertising  Ltd. 


Croup  B:    Bulletin  Boards 

These  are  billboards  on  which  display  messages  are  handpainted  on 
steel  or  plywood  sections  which  are  then  locked  into  frames.  They 
vary  in  size  and  are  leased  for  12-month  periods  and  may  be  per- 
iodically rotated  among  several  locations  during  that  time. 


Croup  C:  Spectaculars 


These  are  customized  displays  incorporating  flashing  lights,  chang- 
ing copy  and/or  neon.    They  are  usually  employed  for  their  impact 
after  dark  and  generally  leased  for  three  to  five  years. 

Croup  D:    On-Premises  Roof  Signs  with  Neon 

These  are  first  party      ,  self-illuminated  roof  signs  which  carry 
only  the  name  of  the  establishment  or  advertisement  strictly  in- 
cidental to  the  use  of  the  premises.  ~ 
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Group  E:    On-Premises  Roof  Signs  (Painted) 

These  first  party' -J  signs  are  generally  painted  on  plywood  or 
metal  panels  and  are  not  self-illuminated. 

.  * 

Group  F:    On-Premises  Illuminated  Plastic-faced  Roof  Signs 

These  are  first  party  '  signs  with  advertising  messages  pairited 
onto  a  plastic  face  and  illuminated  internally. 

Group  G:     Individual  Letter  Roof  Sifins 

These  signs  are  company  names  composed  of  individual  letters  at- 
tached to  the  edge  of  the  roof. 


The  following  four  "spectaculars"  listed  in  Group  'C  above 
cannot  be  removed  by  Council  resolution  as  permits  for  changes  were 
issued  prior  to  March  1,  1973.     They  are  permitted  to  remain  Tor 
five  years  from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  permit:

The  Director  of  Planning  also  recommends  that  signs  listed  in 
Group  'G'  be  permitted  to  remain  as  they  are  low  in  profile  and 
do  not  create  a  view  obstruction. 

Mr.  L.  Cheng  of  the  Planning  Department  submitted  an  addendum 
of  three  signs  in  Group  'B'  to  be  removed. 

The  Committee  questioned  whether  the  "Molson"  sign  (Group  *D*) 
was  a  roof  sign  or  a  part  of  the  redesigned  structure. 

After  discussion  the  Committee, 

RECOMMENDED, 

A.       THAT  a  decision  with  respect  to  the  "Molson"  sign,   1550  Burrard 
Street,  be  deferred  until  the  Director  of  Legal  Services  and 
Director  of  Planning  report  as  to  whether  it  is  a  "sign"  or 
part  of  the  building  structure. 


B.  THAT  Council  instruct  the  removal  of  all  signs  listed  in 
Group  'A'  to  Group  ' F ' ;  with  the  exception  of   'Sheraton  Hotel' 
and  'Mazda'   spectaculars  listed  in  Group  'C,  and  the 
"Molson"  sign  (Group  'D')   referred  to  in  (A)* above. 

C.  THAT  Council  instruct  the  City  Clerk  to  notify  the  property 
owners  and  affected  sign  companies  by  registered  mail  of 
Council's  intention  to  remove  such  signs  and  that  the  owners 
may  appear  before  Council  on  a  date  set  by  the  Mayor  to  present 

' any  reason  why  such  signs  should  not  be  removed. 

D.  THAT  Council  instruct  the  Supervisor  of  Property  and  Insurance 
to  terminate  the  lease  of  1378-1392  Granville  Street  (Lots 
I0-T9  and  Plan  C,  Subdivision  of  Lot  20-38,  Block  113,  D.L.  541) 
for  the  use  of  spectaculars. 
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E.  THAT  Council  request  Neon  Products  to  approach  Mazda  and 
Sheraton  Hotel  with  the  request    that  they  remove  their 
signs  in  the  same  period  as  other  signs  are  removed. 

F.  THAT  the  Director  of  Planning  report  back  on  removal  of 
roof  signs  in  C-2,  C-2A  and  C-3  commercial  areas  in 
November,  1975. 


(NOTE  -  Appendices  indicating  the  location  and  illustrations  of 
signs  in  the  various  categories  are  on  file  in  the  City 
Clerk's  Office.) 


7.     Proposed  Noise  By-law 

The  Committee  considered  a  report  of  the  City  Manager  dated 
August  21,  1975,  wherein  the  Medical  Health  Officer  outlines  the 
comments  of  the  Health,  Planning,  Engineering,  Police,  and  Permits 
and  Licenses  Departments  respecting  implementation  of  the  proposed 
G.V.R. D.  Noise  Control  By-law.     The  comments  are  as  follows: 

"Health  Department  -   This  Department  would  handle  all  complaints  from  the  general 
public  relating  to  properties  1n  the  city  exclusive  of  (a)  traffic  noise,  and 
(b)  on-street  construction  noise.    No  additional  staff  1s  anticipated  as  a  re- 
ducing number  of  core  area  lodging  houses  will  permit  a  transfer  of  Health 
Inspector  time  to  noise  control.    The  Department  will  require  about  $5,000  1n 
equipment,  based  oh  Burnaby's  experience. 

Engineering  Department  -   This  Department  will  monitor  all  activities  related  to 
on-street  construction  including  its  own  public  works,  utility  construction,  etc. 
Violations  will  be  reported  to  Health  Inspectors  for  confirmation  and  development 
of  data  for  prosecution  1n  Instances  of  non-cooperation    re  abatement.- 

A  full  review  by  the  Engineering  Department  of  the  Implications  of  the  by-law  has 
lead  to  the  following  summary  of  the  City  Engineer. 

1.  Existing  construction  equipment  cannot  meet  the  proposed  by-law  standards. 

2.  Modification  costs  in  the  order  of  $700,000  for  City  trucks  and  equipment 
and/or  provision  of  noise  barriers  will  be  required. 

3.  There  will  be  a  recurring  cost  to  the  City  of  Vancouver  of  an  estimated 
$250,000  per  year  for  Increased  construction  costs  due  to  loss  of  efficiency. 

A.    The  proposed  by-law  will  create  a  situation  1n  which  changed  construction 
procedures  would  probably  cause  Increased  traffic  congestion. 

5.  Deferring  the  effective  date  of  the  by-law  for  a  transition  period  of  two 
years  or  permitting  the  use  of  existing  equipment  for  a  given  period 
(probably  a  minimum  five  years)  1s  required  to  permit  the  City  and  other 

agencies  time  to  meet  the  proposed  by-law  standards. 

6.  As  part  of  the  screening  process  for  construction  activity  on  the  street, 
the  Engineering  Department  should  now  screen  proposed  projects  for  noise 
level  control.    This  will  require  an  additional  Engineering  Assistant  IV. 


The  City  Engineer  RECOMMENDS 

(a)  That  the  Committee  consider  a  five  year  phase-1n  period  to  permit  the  use 
of  existing  equipment. 

(b)  If  the  by-law  1s  Implemented  as  proposed: 

(1)     the  effective  date  for  the  sections  relating  to  construction  noise 
should  be  two  years  after  adoption  of  the  remainder  of  the  by-law; 
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(11)    Initially,  $250,000  be  allocated  from  Contingency  Reserve  to  begin 
equipment  modification  and  replacement  with  a  further  more  detailed 
report  from  the  Ci*y  Engineer  to  provide  a  more  precise  estimate  of 
the  remaining  work  to  be  done  (the  estimated  total  cost  would  be 
about  $700,000  for  conversion); 

(11i)  an  additional  Engineering  Assistant  IV  (subject  to  classification  by 
the  Director  of  Personnel  Services),  an  additional  automobile,  and 
office  equipment,  be  authorized  for  the  Engineering  Department  to 
review  applications  for  street  construction  and  utility  works  for 
noise  by-law  control  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $5,000  for  1975,  and  a 
recurring  cost  of  about  $19,000  per  year  for  salary  (1975  mid-scale 
rates)  and  $2,000  per  year  for  transportation. 

The  full  report  of  the  City  Engineer  is  appended. 

Finance  Department 

The  Director  of  Finance  RECOMMENDS 

1.  A  five-year  phasing-in  process  as  indicated  by  the  City  Engineer  in  order 
to  reduce  conversion  cost  to  a  minimum.    The  alternative  is  the  conversion 
of  existing  equipment  of  a  cost  estimated  to  be  approximately  $700,000; 

2.  Exemption  of  on-street  construction  (pavement  breaking)  because  of  its 
transient,  nature  and  because  of  increased  City  operating  costs  for  noise 
control  estimated  to  be  approximately  $250,000  per  year; 

3.  Consideration  be  given  to  exempting  certain  other  transient  noises,  e.g. 
riveting  on  a  construction  project,  but  not  on  a  plant  site,  for  economic 
reasons; 

4.  Reconsideration  of  the  levels  recommended  by  the  G.V.R.D.  as  they  appear 
to  be  going  somewhat  further  in  construction  noise  elimination  than  many 
other  Municipalities  in  the  country; 

5.  That  the  Director  of  Legal  Services  comment  on  all  aspects  of  the  proposed 
by-law,  including  its- enforceability. 

Planning  Department 

This  Department  will  carry  out  two  functions: 

1.  Preparation  of  the  map  of  the  City  designating  Quiet  and  Activity  Zones,  and 

2.  Investigation,  along  with  the  Department  of  Permits  &  Licences,  of  the  means 
of  monitoring  all  new  development  permit  applications  and  building  permits 
for  potential  violations  of  the  by-law  with  a  view  to  requesting  accoustical 

~  engineering  consultations  when  appropriate. 

Police  Department 

This  Department  will  carry  out  roadside  checks  of  motor  vehicles  with  whatever 
assistance  from  the  Health  Department  is  requested.    Follow-up  assistance  with 
prosecution  would  be  done  by  the  Health  Department.    This  police  function  is 
carried  out  by  the  R.C.M.P.  in  Burnaby  and  is  not  considered  onerous."  / 

Mr.  W.  Curtis,  City  Engineer,  reiterated  the  expense  involved 
in  converting  City  equipment  and  suggested  that  certain  exemptions 
be  made  so  that  the  City  equipment  could  be  replaced  over  a  five- 
year  period,  with  new  equipment  containing  noise  control  devices. 

The  question  of  authority  for  police  officers  to  ticket 
persons  violating  the  noise  by-law  was  discussed. 

After  discussion,  the  Committee, 
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RECOMMENDED, 

r 

THAT  the  Director  of  Legal  Services  investigate: 

(a)  whether  the  proposed  noise  control  by-law  could 
be  worded  so  as  to  permit  the  City  Engineer  to 
implement  a  staging  process  to  allow  present  City 
equipment  to  be  converted  or  replaced  with  equip- 
ment having  noise  control  devices. 

(b)  if  a  Charter  Amendment  would  be  required  to  give 
police  officers  the  authority  to  ticket  persons 
violating  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  Noise 
Control  By-law. 


8 .     Public  Smoking  in  Food  Stores 

The  Committee  considered  a  report  of  the  City  Manager  dated 
August  22,  1975,  wherein  the  Medical  Health  Officer  recommends 
that  the  Health  By-law  be  amended  to  restrict  public  smoking  in 
food  premises. 

A  letter  dated  August  -28,  1975,    (copy  circulated)  from 
Mr.  T.  Milburn,  Division  Manager,  Canada  Safeway  Limited,  supporting 
the  Medical  Health  Officer's  recommendation  was  distributed  at 
the  meeting. 

RECOMMENDED , 

THAT  the  Director  of  Legal  Services  be  instructed  to 
prepare  an  amendment  to  City  Health  By-law  No.  4387  to 
restrict  smoking  in  food  markets  in  the  City  of  Vancouver.

RECOMMENDATION 


1 .     Heritage  Designation  Legislation 

The  Committee  considered  a  report  of  the  City  Manager  dated  8th 
August  1975,   wherein  the  Director  of  Planning  reports  on  the 
designation  of  areas  as  requested  by  the  Committee  on  20th  March 
1975  and  outlines  the  changes  in  legislation  and  procedures  the 
Heritage  Advisory  Committee  developed  for  various  levels  of 
designation,  i.e. 

"Category   'A  '  Buildings  of  outstanding  heritage  value 
that  are  considered  to  make  a  larger 
contribution  to  the  city  than  any  alterna- 
tive use  of  the  site. 

Category   'B '  Buildings  with  enough  heritage  merit  to 

warrant  designation  but  not  of  sufficient 
merit  to  preclude  the  possibility  of 
alterations  or  demolition  if  a  superior 
alternative  is  presented. 

Category   'C '  Buildings  which  have  some  heritage  merit 
but  which  would  not  be  recommended  for 
designation . " 

A  Heritage  Area  would  consist  of  a  concentration  of  buildings  or 
structures  from  any  of  the  three  categories. 

Category  "A"  buildings  can  be  designated  under  existing  legisla- 
tion but  a  legislative  change  would  be  required  to  protect 
interiors  of  heritage  value.     Category  "B"  buildings  can  be 
designated  under  existing  legislation  but  would  require  Council's 
approval  for  any  alterations  to  the  structure.     A  legislative 
change  should  be  sought  to  permit  the  Heritage  Advisory  Committee 
to  approve  alterations  but  require  Council  to  approve  demolitions. 
In  a  Heritage  Area,   legislation  to  authorize  specific  zoning  to 
protect  heritage  aspects  of  the  area  should  be  introduced.  No 
approval  would  be  needed  for  alterations  to  structures  but 
demolition  of  a  building  in  a  Heritage  Area  should  require  Council 's 
approval . 

In  order  to  provide  the  legislative  basis  for  the  designation  of 
Heritage  Areas  and  two  levels  of  building  designation,   the  Director 
of  Planning,   in  consultation  with  the  Heritage  Advisory  Committee, 
recommends : 

1.     An  addition  to  the  heritage  building  legislation  to 
require  special  approval  of  alterations  to  the  in- 
terior of  structures  when  the  interior  is  considered 
to  be  important,   and  is  listed  as  such  in  the  by-law 
designating  the  building. 
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2.  A  provision  to  allow  the  designation  of  buildings 
where  alterations  may  be  approved  by  the  Heritage 
Advisory  Committee  but  demolition  must  be  approved 
by  City  Council.    (Category  ''B")  . 

3.  A  provision  to  designate  areas  with  the  requirement 
that  the  demolition  of  any  building  within  the 
designated  area  must  be  approved  by  City  Council. 

After  discussion,   the  Committee 
RECOMMENDED 

THAT  the  Director  of  Legal  Services  be  instructed  to 
request  the  necessary  legislation  to  permit  the  City  to 
enact  heritage  building  legislation: 

a)  to  require  special  approval  of  alterations  to  the 
interior  of  structures  when  the  interior  is  con- 
sidered to  be  important,  and  is  listed  as  such  in 
the  by«=law  designating  the  building; 

b)  to  allow  the  designation  of  buildings  in  Category 
"B"  where  alterations  and  demolition  must  be  approved 
by  Council  on  the  advice  of  the  Heritage  Advisory 
Committee ; 

c)  to  designate  areas  with  the  requirement  that  the 
demolition  of  any  building  within  the  designated 
area  must  be  approved  by  City  Council. 


2.     Application  for  Extension  of  Lease  from  Canron  Ltd., 
Western  Bridge  Division  -  Area  5,  False  Creek  

The  Committee  considered  a  report  of  the  City  Manager  dated  21st 
August  1975  (on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's  office)  wherein  the 
Director  of  Planning  reports  on  the  immediate  and  long-term 
implications  of  the  extension  of  the  Canron  lease  in  Area  5, 
False  Creek,   and  the  Supervisor  of  Property  &  Insurance  reports 
on  lease  information. 

Messrs.  B.  E.  Jackson  and  D.  Jamieson  of  Canron  were  present. 

Mr.  D.  Hickley,  Assistant  Director  -  Central  Area  Division, 
advised  that  the  proposed  extention  to  the  Canron  lease  is  pre- 
mature and  should  be  considered  in  1978,   the  next  renewal  period 
for  the  lease,   when  several  leases  in  Area  5  can  be  considered 
together.     In  1978,   the  desirability  of  residential  development 
in  Area  5  could  be  evaluated  based  on  experience  in  Area  6. 

Mr.  Jackson  distributed  copies  of  Canron's  brief  dated  4th  July 
1975  (on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's  Office)   addressed  to  the  Mayor 
and  Members  of  City  Council,  and  requested  that  consideration  be 
given  to  extending  the  leases  with  the  City  of  Vancouver  beyond  the 
expiration  date  of  1988.     Canron  is  attempting  to  get  a  commitment 
from  the  City,   indicating  that  they  would  be  allowed  to  remain 
past  1988,     in  order  to  make  decision  as  to  the  amount  of  money 
to  be  invested  in  upgrading  their  facilities  and  providing  an  ease- 
ment    for  a  waterfront  walkway  to  be  compatible  with  what  the 
City  of  Vancouver  is  planning  for  Area  5  in  False  Creek.  If 
marine-oriented  facilities  are  to  remain  in  Area  5  past  1988, 
Canron  would  like  to  be  considered  as  a  continuing  tenant. 

The  Committee  felt  further  discussion  should  be  carried  out  with 
Canron  to  discuss  land  use,  acceptable  lease  terms,  etc.. 
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After  discussion,   the  Committee 
RECOMMENDED 

THAT  the  Director  of  Planning  report  in  three  months 
on  alternatives  or  options  in  terms  of  land  use  and 
tenures  of  leases  for  Area  5,  False  Creek. 

(Aid.  Kennedy  wished  to  be  recorded  as  opposed.) 


3 .     Planning  Matters  -  Locarno  and  Jericho  Park  Area 

The  Committee  considered  a  report  of  the  City  Manager  dated  22nd 
August  1975   (on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's  Office),   wherein  the 
Director  of  Planning  outlines  anticipated  developments  in  the 
Jericho/Locarno  area  which  will  be  coming  before  Council  for 
decision . 

Messrs.  J.  Houston  and  J.  Sutherland,   representing  Community 
Builders  Ltd.,   and  Mr.  C.  H.  Naphtali,   representing  residents  in 
the  vicinity  of  Sasamat  Ravine,   were  present  for  discussion  of 
this  item. 

Mr.  R.  Youngberg,  Associate  Director,  Area  Planning,  described 
the  three  development  alternatives  and  presented  them  to  the 
Committee  for  discussion  purposes. 

Mr.  R.  Spaxman,  Director  of  Planning,   recommended  that  the  alterna- 
tives be  referred  for  discussion  with  residents  of  the  neighbourhoods 
concerned  and  the  results  and  a  preferred  alternative  reported  back 
to  the  Committee. 

The  City  Manager  recommended,   in  view  of  the  history  of  attempted 
development,   that  Alternative  A,   representing  the  status  quo,  be 
proceeded  wich. 

After  considerable  discussion,   the  Committee 
RECOMMENDED 

A.     THAT  Alternative  A,   including  the  following,   be  proceeded 
with : 

i)  Blocks  130  and  129  to  be  sold  for  single- 
family  homes,  thereby  providing  funds  for 
Jericho  Park  development. 

ii)     Locarno  Park  Extension  to  be  retained  as 

a  local  park  serving  the  immediate  neighbour- 
hood . 

iii)     Community  Builders  Ltd.   to  proceed  with  the 
subdivision  of  approximately  twenty  (20) 
single-family  lots,  measuring  approximately 
55  '  x  115 ' . 

iv)     City-owned  property  at  Second  Avenue  and 

Sasamat  Street  to  be  subdivided  to  provide 
ten  (10)  single-family  lots  of  similar  size. 
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B.  THAT  the  Director  of  Planning  report  on  a  detailed 
design  for  possible  subdivisions  along  Sasamat 
Ravine . 

C.  THAT  delegations  be  permitted  to  appear  before 
Council  at  the  time  the  City  Engineer  reports  on 
the  roadway  alignment  at  Trimble  Street  and  Hadden 
Avenue .

INFORMATION 


1.      Hours  of  Operation  of  Neighbourhood  Pubs 

Vancouver  City  Council  at  its  meeting  of  August  12,  1975, 
after  considering  a  letter  dated  July  25,  1975  from  Mr.  Peter 
Uram,  operator  of  Bimini  (Kitsilano  neighbourhood  pub)  passed 
the  following  motion: 

"THAT  the  subject  matter  of  closing  hours  for  pubs  be 
referred  back  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Community 
Services  for  review  at  the  appropriate  time." 

The  Committee  this  date  had  before  it  for  consideration 
Mr.  Uram's  letter  of  July  25,  1975  (circulated).    Mr.  Uram 
and  an  associate  appeared  before  the  Committee  to  argue  in  favour 
of  longer  hours  for  their  neighbourhood  pub,  explaining  that  at 
the  11:00  p.m.  closing  time  patrons  drive  to  other  areas  of  the 
City  to  continue  drinking. 

Petitions  signed  by  7$  persons  in  support  of  longer  hours 
of  operation  at  Bimini  were  placed  before  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  stated  the  original  concept  of  a  neighbourhood 
pub  was  that  it  was  to  be  small  in  nature  and  an  establishment 
to  which  patrons  would  generally  walk  rather  than  drive. 

The  Committee  pointed  out  that  in  the  beginning  the  potential 
operators  of  neighbourhood  pubs  were  made  well  aware  of  the  early 
closing  hours  as  well  as  the  economic  ramifications  inherent  therein. 
The  Committee  further  pointed  out  that  the  11:00  p.m.  closing  time 
was  on  the  original  application  form,  was  mentioned  in  the  petition 
plebiscite  of  residents  and  tenants  in  the  area  and  was  a  condition 
of  the  City's  approval  of  the  operation. 

It  was  pointed  out  this  particular  pub  has  been  in  operation 
only  five  months  and  the  Committee  expressed  surprise  that  the 
operators  would  request  a  change  in  hours  of  operation  after  such 
a  short  time. 

The  Committee  noted  it  had  not  heard  the  views  of  other 
neighbourhood  pub  operators,  and  following  discussion  it  was 

RESOLVED 

THAT  the  Community  Services  Committee  meet  for  a  thorough 
review  of  the  hours  of  operation  of  neighbourhood  pubs,  and 
that  the  Director  of  Permits  and  Licenses,  representatives 
of  the  Liquor  Administration  Branch  and  the  operators  of 
existing  neighbourhood  pubs  be  asked  to  attend. 
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2.      Night  Time  Emergency  Shelter  for 
Persons  With  Emotional  Problems 

The  Community  Services  Committee  at  its  meeting  of  July  24, 
1975,  when  considering  a  Manager's  report  dated  July  16,  1975, 
passed  the  following  resolutions: 

"(a)  THAT  the  Clerk  to  the  Community  Services  Committee 
write  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Provincial  Forensic 
Commission  inquiring  as  to  the  status  of  the  20-bed 
forensic  unit  agreed  to  earlier  this  year  by  the 
Provincial  Health  Department  for  Shaughnessy  Hospital, 
and  that  the  Clerk  also  write  to  St.  Paul's  Hospital 
inquiring  into  details  of  their  planned  expansion  of 
emergency  psychiatric  facilities; 

(b)  THAT  the  existing  agencies  involved  in  this  field 
(listed  in  the  Manager's  report)  be  invited  to  appear 
before  a  special  meeting  of  the  Community  Services 
Committee  to  discuss  this  problem  and  explain  their 
criteria  for  admission  of  persons  in  need  of  their 
respective  services; 

(c)  THAT  the  Greater  Vancouver  Mental  Health  Teams  be 
invited  to  attend  this  special  meeting  and  that  the 
meeting  include  discussion  on  co-ordination  to  establish 
a  24-hour,  20-bed  emergency  facility  for  short-term 
treatment  of  persons  experiencing  emotional  problems 
who  may  be  violent  or  under  the  influence  of  drugs  or 
alcohol;  such  facility  to  serve  persons  of  all  ages."

The  Committee  had  before  it  for  consideration  a  letter,  in 
response  to  Resolution  (a)  of  the  July  24,  1975  meeting,  dated 
August  18,  1975  (circulated)  from  Dr.  C.  Schwarz,  Head,  Department 
of  Psychiatry,  St.  Paul's  Hospital,  which  outlined  that  Hospital's 
plans  for  expansion  of  its  emergency  psychiatric  unit. 

The  Chairman  advised  those  present  the  purpose  of  the 
meeting  was  to  sort  out  the  apparent  "hodge-podge"  of  present 
resource  agencies,  each  with  their  own  criteria  for  admission 
and  treatment  of  persons  experiencing  emotional  difficulties. 
He  referred  briefly  to  the  budgets  of  special  agencies  which  have 
night  time  beds  available,  noting  that  the  Vancouver  Emotional 
Emergency  Centre  has  a  budget  of  $10,149  per  month;  the  Mental 
Patients  Association  an  annual  budget  of  $199,964;  the  Detoxifica- 
tion Centre  over  $400,000  per  year;  the  Crisis  Centre  over  $173,000 
per  year  and  Lookout  over  $7,000  per  month. 

It  was  noted  during  discussion  there  are  some  beds  available 
for  persons  requiring  them,  yet  these  beds  are  infrequently  used 
either  because  of  lack  of  knowledge  of  their  existence  or  because 
of  an  agency's  restrictive  criteria  for  admission. 

There  is  no  co-ordination  of  these  services  and  no  central 
inventory  of  available  beds. 

The  Committee  stated  it  should  not  spend  money  on  providing 
more  beds  when  existing  ones  are  not  being  used. 

A  representative  of  the  Police  Department  told  the  Committee 
there  are  two  types  of  ill  persons  his  Department  comes  in  contact 
with: 

-  The  Police  Department  processes  approximately  15,000 
alcoholism  victims  each  year  through  its  jails  and 
that  while  the  Department  has  for  some  years  been 
promised  some  assistance  in  handling  this  problem, 
"we're  not  getting  anywhere". 

-  The  Department  comes  in  contact  regularly  with  mentally 
ill  criminal  offenders  who  are  often  violent  or  suicidal. 

Dr.  S.  Croft,  the  City  Jail  Physician,  explained  the  problem 
at  the  City  Jail  is  that,  for  example,  there  were  a  total  of  1,600 
persons  processed  through  the  Jail  during  July  and  that  a  doctor 
is  available  only  on  a  half-time  basis  backed  up  by  two  nurses. 

He  pointed  out  Riverview  Mental  Hospital  has  been  reduced  by 
1,800  beds  during  the  past  five  years,  a  period  in  which  the  use 
of  dangerous  hallucinogenic  drugs  has  increased  tremendously. 

He  urged  establishment  of  detoxification  centres  and  recom- 
mended that  the  Police  Department  be  relieved  of  the  problem  of 
dealing  with  alcoholism.     He  added  there  have  been  instances  in 
which  it  has  taken  as  long  as  11  or  12  days  to  get  a  jailed  psy- 
chotic patient  referred  to  Riverview  Hospital.     He  also  urged  there 
be  an  improvement  in  the  present  jail  facility. 

The  Greater  Vancouver  Mental  Health  Services  advised  the 
Committee  it  recently  opened  "Venture",  a  10-bed  short-stay 
residence  on  West  13th  Avenue  but  it  will  not  accept  chronic 
alcholism  victims  or  violent  persons. 
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The  Committee,  noting  its  Resolution  (c)  from  its  meeting 
of  July  24,  197$,  urged  establishment  of  a  20-bed  emergency 
facility  and  in  view  of  the  opening  of  ,,Venture,,  that  an  ad- 
ditional 10  beds  may  be  all  that  is  required. 

A  representative  of  Vancouver  General  Hospital  told  the 
Committee  it  has  an  open-door  emergency  facility  for  the  assess- 
ment of  emotionally  disturbed  persons  but  that  its  costs  $126.00 
per  day  to  keep  such  patients.     V.G.H.  Psychiatric  Emergency  Ward 
now  handles  approximately  6,000  such  cases  each  year. 

Dr.  J.  P.  Duffy,  Executive  Director  of  the  Provincial 
Forensic  Commission,  advised  that  the  Commission  had  planned  a 
new  facility  of  approximately  20  beds  at  Shaughnessy  Hospital 
but  this  would  have  involved  the  relocation  of  approximately 
45  hospitalized  war  veterans.     The  B.C.  Medical  Centre  (proposed 
to  be  located  at  Shaughnessy)  and  Shaughnessy  Hospital  are 
co-operating  towards  a  forensic  clinic  but  the  Forensic  Com- 
mission as  yet  has  no  budget  to  operate  such  a  facility. 

A  spokesman  from  City  Centre  Youth  Resources  reiterated 
earlier  claims  that  every  night  it  is  faced  with  the  dilemma 
of  where  to  place  emotionally  upset  persons  who  come  to  the 
centre  at  52  Water  Street;  and  that  it  has  to  "shop  around"  for 
beds,  occasionally  having  to  house  distraught  persons  in  hotel 
rooms. 

It  was  stated  that  V.G.H.'s  Psychiatric  Assessment  staff 
goes  off  duty  at  10:00  p.m.  and  that  the  Hospital's  psychiatric 
unit  stops  taking  referrals  for  assessment  shortly  after  9:00  p.m. 

Medical  Health  Officer,  Dr.  G.  Bonham,  advised  that  gaps  in 
service  are  due  in  part  to  the  ad  hoc  manner  in  which  funding  has 
been  established  and  that  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Health  has 
recommended  there  be  a  joint  co-ordination  of  funding. 

Mr.  R.  Gutteridge  of  Central  City  Mission  advised  the  Com- 
mittee a  10-bed  unit  on  Abbott  Street  staffed  24  hours  per  day 
which  took  referrals  from  V.G.H.  had  recently  closed.     He  said 
the  referrals  from  V.G.H.  had  diminished  as  had  referrals  from 
the  Police  Department. 

The  Committee  concluded  its  deliberations  by  noting  the 
following  points: 

-  there  is  general  agreement  that  a  central  up-to-date  bed 
index  is  required; 

-  there  should  be  a  co-ordination  of  existing  agencies  by 
a  central  referral  centre  and  that  the  Crisis  Centre  is 
the  most  appropriate  organization  to  undertake  this  co- 
ordination; 

-  the  reopening  of  Central  City  Mission  should  be  given 
serious  consideration; 

-  each  agency  should  be  required  to  file  a  report  on  their 
admission  criteria; 

-  that  approximately  10  additional  beds  could  be  made 

a  available,  possibly  at  Lookout  and  the  Crisis  Centre; 

-  that  all  bodies  which  provide  funding  for  these  types 
of  facilities  should  meet  to  consider  co-ordination  of 
their  funding. 

Following  discussion  it  was 
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RESOLVED 

THAT  the  Social  Planning  Department: 

(a)  locate  a  further  10  beds  within  existing  facilities 
for  use  for  emergency  night  time  psychiatric  patients; 

(b)  organize  a  meeting  with  the  various  agencies  in  this 
field  and  the  Crisis  Centre  to  establish  an  index  of 
beds  and  set  up  a  co-ordination  of  their  services; 

(c)  acquire  in  writing  the  criteria  for  admission  from 
each  agency  and  arrange  a  meeting  of  the  funding  bodies; 

and  report  back  to  the  Community  Services  Committee. 
RECOMMENDATION 

3 •      Chimo  Terrace  -  Wall  Street  Park  Proposal 

At  the  request  of  the  Chairman,  the  Committee  had  before  it 
for  consideration  a  memo  dated  August  27,  1975  from  Mr.  G.D.  Purdy, 
Senior  Social  Planner,  regarding  a  delay  in  Central  Mortgage  and 
Housing  Corporation's  funding  for  this  park  project  which,  as  the 
memo  stated  "has  been  hanging  in  limbo"  for  some  months. 

Also  before  the  Comir,ittee  for  information  purposes  was  an 
extract  from  the  Social  Services  Committee  meeting  of  May  9,  1974 
(circulated)  when  the  Committee  last  considered  this  matter. 

The  memo  from  the  Senior  Social  Planner  suggested  the  Com- 
mittee make  a  number  of  recommendations  to  Council  to  expedite 
this  long-standing  matter  of  cost-sharing  for  the  development  of 
this  playground  and,  following  brief  consideration  it  was 

RECOMMENDED 

THAT  Vancouver  City  Council  request  Central  Mortgage  and 
Housing  Corporation  to  approve  and  immediately  release 
funds  for  the  development  of  City  owned  and  partnership 
lands  as  follows: 

A.  Lots  1-6  and  Lot  A,  Block  16)  excepting  right-of-way 
Lots  1-4  Block  18)  for  rail  line 

D.L.  184. 

B.  Lots  6,  7  and  8,  Block  19,  D.L.  184. 

C.  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Street  ends. 

D.  Side  lands  between  the  two  buildings  constituting 
Chimo  Terrace  Housing  Project, 

for  park  and  playground  purposes.

1 .     Rent  Control  Policies 

The  Chairman  informed  that  the  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to 
give  members  of  Council  an  opportunity  to  provide  input  into  the 
current  review  of  the  rent  controls  by  the  Rent  Review  Commission, 
and     to  give  members  of  the  Rent  Review  Commission  the  chance  to 
inform  Council  what  they  have  done  with  regards  to  this  matter  to 
date . 

Mr.  J.  Brewin  advised  that  the  Rent  Review  Commission  had  been 
working  on  recommendations  related  to  rent  controls  since  the  spring 
of  this  year  and  that  the  Rent  Review  Commission's  final  report  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Provincial  Government  by  the  end  of  this  month. 

He  advised  that  housing  starts  in  Canada  had  been  decreasing 
since  1969  and     attributed  this  to  the  present  low  vacancy  rate. 
This  decrease  in  construction  is  directly  related  to  federal  tax 
policies,  increases  in  mortgage     rates,  and  construction  costs,  and 
the  condominium  phenomenon.     The  hassle  factor  also  contributed  to 
this  decrease.     During  meetings  with  the  landlords  and  the  Rent 
Review  Commission,  the  landlords  recommended  that  the  maximum 
allowable  rent  increase  be  gradually  increased  over  a  period  of 
four  to  five  years;  such  increase  to  be  28%  per  year  compounded 
annually  for  approximately  four  or  five  years . 

However,  one  of  the  problems  with  this  proposal  is  that  federal 
tax  policies,   increases  in  construction  cost  and  mortgage  rates,  etc., 
as  outlined  above  have  pushed  the  price  of  construction  up  so  high 
that  it  is  virtually  impossible  to  recoup  an  economically  feasible 
return  on  investment;     e.g.     to  be  economically  feasible,  rents  for 
a  one-bedroom  apartment  would  have  to  be  $350  per  month. 

Another  problem  with  the  landlords '  recommendation  is  that  it 
would  not  guarantee  additional  construction  of  rental  housing. 

Therefore,  the  Commission  will  have  to  resort  to  comprehensive 
housing  policies  to  encourage  home  owners,  provide  rental  subsidies, 
provide  income  supplements,  etc.     Such  a  system  would  be  simple  to 
administer,  would  be  fair  to  both  parties ,  would  allow  matters  to 
be  dealt  with  quickly  and  efficiently  and  could  be  administered  on  a 
municipal  basis. 

In  the  ensuing  discussion  the  following  points  were  noted: 

The  maximum  rental  increase  limit  of  10.6%  was  only  a 
temporary  measure  until  new  rent  control  policies  could 
be  developed. 
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People  on  fixed  incomes  such  as  old  age  pensioners  are 
encountering  the  biggest  dilemma  because  their  incomes 
are  not  increasing  along  with  the  increasing  rents.  Senior 
governments  should  do  everything  possible  to  encourage 
developers  to  build  additional  rental  accommodation. 

City  Council's  policy  relating  to  this  matter  is  against 
rent  controls  and  favours  a  means  of  rent  review  to 
control  excessive  rent  increases.     If  rent  controls  are 
established,  flexibility,  discretion,  and  an  appeal  process 
must  be  built  into  the  controls. 

The  senior  governments  should  establish  a  system  of  variable 
interest  rates  over  a  period  of  twenty  years ,  with  rates 
being  very  low  at  the  beginning  and  gradually  increased  over 
the  term. 

Innovative  housing  such  as  700  square  foot  homes  and  home 
ownership  programs  whereby  senior  governments  provide 
subsidies  to  people  purchasing  condominium  type  housing 
should  be  studied. 

Lodging  houses  and  hotels  which    provide  permanent  residences 
for  people  on  fixed  incomes  should  fall  under  the  "rent  controls 
of  the  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act. 

In  conclusion  the  Chairman  thanked  representatives  of  the  Rent 
Review  Commission  for  being  present  this  day,  and  advised  that  City 
Council  would  be  making  its  final  recommendations  related  to  rent 
control  policies  to  the  Rent  Review  Commission  in  the  very  near  future.

THAT   subject    to    the   expected   commitment    from  the 
Federal  Department   of   External  Affairs   to  guarantee 
the   City    the   sum   of    $50,000    towards    its  billboard 
program  obligation   if   the  Habitat   Conference  should 
be   cancelled,  and 

WHEREAS    the   purchase   of   over   half   of    the  billboards 
involved   in   the  program  has  been  pledged  by  the 
business   community,  and 

r      WHEREAS   a    combination   of   Civic   program  budget 

for   advertising,   Host   Secretariat   Public  Affairs 
budget   and   Seaboard  Advertising  will  jointly 
guarantee   the  purchase   of   the  balance  of   any  unsold 
billboards   involved   in   the  program  area, 

the  Chairman   of   the  UN  Committee   and   the  Director   of  Finance 
be   empowered   to   contract  with   Seaboard  Advertising   for  the 
purchase  of   every  billboard    (some   300   in   all)    in   the  area 
west   of   Commercial   and   north  of  King  Edward,    in   the  amount 
of  $50,000; 

FURTHER,    that   every  effort  be  made   to   continue   to  involve 
a  wide   segment   of   the  Vancouver   community   in   this  program 
through   the  purchase   of   these  billboards,    and   that  the 
Coordinator   of   the  Civic  UN  Program   immediately  initiate 
the  area-wide   art   competition   in   order   to   produce  the 
Hab i t a t- themed   art    to   be   used   on    the   said  billboards.
